THE 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

OF  A 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


The  Local  Government  Board  have  prescribed  the  duties  of  a Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  an  Order  dated  13th  December,  1910,  which  reads  as  follows  (the  portion  in 
italics  does  not  form  part  of  the  Order)  : — 

(1)  He  shall  inform  himself  as  far  as  practicable  respecting  all  influences 
affecting  or  threatening  to  affect  injuriously  the  public  health  within  the 
district. 

(2)  He  shall  inquire  into  and  ascertain  by  such  means  as  are  at  his  disposal  the 
causes,  origin,  and  distribution  of  diseases  within  the  district,  and  ascer- 
tain to  what  extent  the  same  have  depended  on  conditions  capable  of  removal 
or  mitigation. 

The  principal  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  ascer- 
taining the  distribution  of  disease  in  his  district  are  the  Infectious  Disease  ( Notification ) 
Act,  1889,  and  as  regards  paupers  the  Public  Health  ( Tuberculosis ) Regulations,  1908, 
and  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board , dated  14th  February,  1879,  which 
requires  a Poor  Law  Medical  Officer  to  furnish  from  time  to  time  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  such  information  with  respect  to  the  cases  of  sickness  and  the 
deaths  among  the  pauper  patients  under  his  care  as  the  Local  Government  Board 
may  direct. 

(3)  He  shall  by  inspection  of  the  district,  both  systematically  at  certain  periods, 
and  at  intervals  as  occasion  may  require,  keep  himself  informed  of  the  con- 
ditions injurious  to  health  existing  therein. 

With  regard  to  the  analysis  of  water,  the  Board  consider  that  it  is  the  duty  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  inform  himself  of  the  character  of  the  water  supply  of 
his  district  and  for  this  purpose  to  use,  when  necessary,  such  minor  tests  of  the  water 
as  may  suffice  to  indicate  whether  further  and  quantitative  analysis  or  examination 
is  required.  It  forms,  however,  no  part  of  his  duties,  as  prescribed  by  the  Board's 
General  Order,  to  make  a quantitative  analysis  of  water.  When  such  an  analysis 
is  necessary,  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  Council  should  employ  any  competent 
analyst  to  make  it  and  pay  him  a reasonable  fee  for  doing  so.  If  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications,  and  if  the  time  required 
would  not  interfere  with  the  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  Board  see  no  reason 
why  the  Council  should  not  make  a special  arrangement  with  him  to  undertake  this 
analytical  work.  But  the  officer's  remuneration  for  such  special  services  should  not 
be  included  in  his  salary  as  Medical , Officer  of  Health  as  no  part  of  such  special 
remuneration  would  be  repayable  out  of  the  County  Funds.  ( Local  Government  Board 
Memorandum,  December,  1910.)  '■.■■■■ 

(4)  He  shall  be  prepared  to  advise  the  Council  on  all  matters  affecting  the  health 
of  the  district,  and  oh  all  sanitary  points  involvfed  in  the  action  of  the 
Council;  and  in  cases  requiring  it,  he  shall  certify,  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Council  or  of  the  Justices,  as  to  any  matter  in  respect  of  which  the  Certificate 
of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a Medical  Practitioner  is  required  as  the 
basis  or  in  aid  of  sanitary  action. 

(5)  On  receiving  information  of  the  outbreak  of  any  infectious  or  epidemic 
disease  of  a dangerous  character  within  the  district,  he  shall  visit  without 
delay  the  spot  where  the  outbreak  has  occurred,  and  inquire  into  the  causes 
and  circumstances  of  such  outbreak,  and  in  case  he  is  not  satisfied  that  all 
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due  precautions  are  being  taken,  he  shall  advise  the  persons  competent  to 
act  as  to  the  measures  which  appear  to  him  to  be  required  to  prevent  the 
extension  ot  the  disease,  and  shall  take  such  measures  for  the  prevention 
of  disease  as  he  is  legally  authorised  to  take  under  any  Statute  in  force  in 
the  district  or  by  any  resolution  of  the  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  visitation  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  the  General  Ordct 
does  not  prescribe,  and  the  Board  do  not  consider  it  necessary,  that  a Medical  Officer 
of  Health  should  visit  every  such  ease.  Infectious  diseases  such  as  scarlet  fever, 
enteric  fever,  and  diphtheria,  however,  can  be  kept  under  control  only  by  active 
supervision  of  all  notified  cases  and  by  endeavours  to  discover  alt  cases  connected 
with  them,  wh  thcr  carriers  or  sick  persons,  which  may  be  able  to  spread  infection. 
To  this  end  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  make  each  notified  case  the  starting 
point  lor  systematic  and  thorough  investigation  into  possible  sources  of  infection.  In 
conducting  such  investigations  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  bear  in  mind  that 
the  examination  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  can  be  made  only  with  the  consent 
of  the  patient  or  of  those  in  charge  of  the  patient.  If  a medical  practitioner  is  in 
attendance , his  co-operation  should  always  be  sought.  ( Local  Government  Board 
Memorandum,  December , 1910.) 

(6)  Subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  he  shall  direct  or  superintend 
the  work  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  in  the  way  and  to  the  extent  that 
the  Council  shall  approve,  and  on  receiving  information  from  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  that  his  intervention  is  required  in  consequence  of  the  existence 
of  any  nuisance  injurious  to  health,  or  of  any  overcrowding  in  a house,  he 
shall,  as  early  as  practicable,  take  such  steps  as  he  is  legally  authorised 
to  take  under  any  Statute  in  force  in  the  district,  or  by  any  resolution  of  the 
Council,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  justify  and  require. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  should,  as  a rule,  act  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  must  be  regarded  as  the  head  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  Council.  (Local  Government  Board  Memorandum, 
December,  1910.) 

(7)  In  any  case  in  which  it  may  appear  to  him  to  be  necessary  or  advisable, 
or  in  which  he  shall  be  so  directed  by  the  Council,  he  shall  himself 
inspect  and  examine  any  animal,  carcase,  meat,  poultry,  game,  flesh,  fish, 
f.  uit,  vegetables,  corn,  bread,  flour,  or  milk,  and  any  other  articles  to  which 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  in  this  behalf  apply,  exposed 
for  sale,  or  deposited  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale, 
and  intended  for  the  food  of  man,  which  is  deemed  to  be  diseased, 
or  unsound,  or  unwholesome,  or  unfit  for  the  food  of  man ; and  if  he  finds 
that  such  animal  or  article  is  diseased,  or  unsound,  or  unwholesome,  or  unfit 
for  the  food  of  man,  he  shall  give  such  directions  as  may  be  necessary  for 
causing  the  same  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Justice  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Statutes  applicable  to  the  case.  He  shall  also  take  such  action  as  it  may 
be  necessary  for  him  to  take  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Pubilc  Health 
(Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act,  1Q07,  and  any  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

(8)  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  any  bye-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  Council,  duly  confirmed  where  confirmation  is  legally 
required,  in  respect  of  any  matter  affecting  the  public  health,  and  touching 
which  they  are  authorised  to  frame  bye-laws  and  regulations. 

(9)  He  shall  inquire  into  any  offensive  process  of  trade  carried  on  within  the 
district,  and  report  on  the  appropriate  means  for  the  prevention  of  any 
nuisance  or  injury  to  health  therefrom. 

(10)  He  shall  attend  at  the  office  of  the  Council,  or  at  some  other  appointed  place, 
at  such  times  as  they  may  direct. 

(11)  He  shall  from  time  to  time  report  in  writing  to  the  Council  his  proceedings, 
and  the  measures  which  may  require  to  be  adopted  for  the  improvement  or 
protection  of  the  public  health  in  the  district.  He  shall  in  like  manner 
report  with  respect  to  the  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  district,  so  far 
as  he  has  been  able  to  ascertain  the  same. 

(12)  He  shall  keep  a book  or  books,  to  be  provided  by  the  Council,  in  which 
he  shall  make  an  entry  of  his  visits,  and  notes  of  his  observations  and 
instructions  thereon,  and  also  the  date  and  nature  of  applications  made  to 
him,  the  date  and  result  of  the  action  taken  thereon,  and  of  any  action  taken 
on  previous  reports ; and  shall  produce  such  book  or  books,  whenever 
required,  to  the  Council. 
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(13)  On  Monday,  the  Ninth  day  of  January,  One  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  on  every  Monday  thereafter,  he  shall  forward  to  Us  by  post,  at 
such  an  hour  as  in  the  ordinary  course  of  post  will  ensure  its  delivery  to  Us 
on  the  following  Tuesday  morning,  a return,  in  such  form  as  We  from  time 
to  time  require,  as  to  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  to 
him  during  the  week  ended  on  the  preceding  Saturday  night.  He  shall 
also  forward  at  the  same  time  a duplicate  of  the  return  to  the  Medical  Officer 
or  Officers  of  Health  of  the  County  or  Counties  in  which  the  district  is 
situated. 

(14)  He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  Thirty-first  day  of  December  in 
each  year,  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Council,  up  to  the  end  of  December, 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary  administration,  and  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  district. 

In  addition  to  any  other  matters  upon  which  he  may  consider  it  desirable 
to  report,  his  Annual  Report  shall  contain  the  information  indicated  in  the 
following  paragraphs ; together  with  such  further  information  as  We  may 
from  time  to  time  require  : — 

(a)  An  account  of  any  influences  threatening  the  health  of  the  district, 
the  prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  diseases  therein,  and  the  measures 
taken  for  their  prevention. 

(fl)  An  account  of  all  general  and  special  inquiries  made  during  the  year. 

(c)  An  account  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
during  the  year,  including  the  statement  supplied  in  pursuance  of  Article  XX. 
(16)  of  this  Order. 

This  statement  includes  : — 

(»')  The  number  and  nature  of  inspections  made  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
during  the  year- 

(ii)  The  number  of  notices  served  during  the  year,  distinguishing  statutory  from 
informal  notices  ; 

(*ti)  The  result  of  the  service  of  such  notices. 

(d)  A statement  as  to  the  conditions  affecting  the  wholesomeness  of 
the  milk  produced  or  sold  in  the  district. 

(e)  A statement  as  to  the  conditions  affecting  the  wholesomeness  of 
foods  for  human  consumption,  other  than  milk,  produced  or  sold  in  the 
district. 

(/)  A statement  as  to  the  sufficiency  and  quality  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  district  and  of  its  several  parts,  and  in  areas  where  the  supply  is  from 
waterworks,  information  as  to  whether  the  supply  is  constant  or  intermittent. 

( g ) A statement  as  to  the  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  district. 

( h ) A statement  as  to  the  character  and  sufficiency  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  drainage,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal  in  ail  parts  of  the  district. 

(»)  A statement  as  to  the  privy,  water-closet,  and  other  closet  accom- 
modation in  the  district,  including  information  as  to  the  approximate  number 
of  each  type  of  privy  and  closet. 

(?)  A statement  as  to  the  character  and  efficiency  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  removal  of  house-refuse,  and  the  cleansing  of  earth-closets,  privies, 
ashpits,  and  cesspools  in  the  district. 

(k)  A statement  with  regard  to  the  housing  accommodation  of  the  district 
as  required  by  Article  V.  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations, 
1910,  and  an  account  of  any  other  action  taken  by  the  Council  under  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c..  Act,  1909,  bearing  on  the  public  health. 

This  statement  includes : — 

(t)  The  number  oj  houses  inspected, 

{ii)  The  number  considered  to  be  uninhabitable, 

(n't)  The  number  in  which  he  has  asked  for  closing  orders. 

(iv)  The  number  of  closing  orders  made. 

(x>)  The  number  in  which  defects  were  remedied  without  the  making  of  closing 
orders. 

(ri)  The  number  made  habitable  after  closing  orders  had  been  made. 

(»«*)  The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist. 
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( l ) A statement  as  to  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district,  including  a 
tabular  statement,  in  such  form  as  We  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  of  the 
sickness  and  mortality  within  the  district. 

( m ) Where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  appointed  by  the  Council  of 
a County  Borough,  or  by  a Council  having  delegated  powers  under  the 
Midwives  Act,  1902,  a statement  as  to  the  administration  of  that  Act  in  the 
district  : 

Provided  that,  if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  resign  or  be  removed 
before  the  Thirty-first  day  of  December  in  any  year,  he  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  going  out  of  office,  make  to  the  Council  the  like  report 
for  so  much  of  the  year  as  shall  have  expired  when  he  ceased  to  hold  office. 

(15)  He  shall  forthwith  report  to  Us  any  case  of  Plague,  Cholera,  or  Small  Pox, 
or  of  any  serious  outbreak  of  epidemic  disease  in  the  district  which  may 
be  notified  to  him,  or  which  may  otherwise  come  or  be  brought  to  his 
knowledge. 

It  is  left  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  decide  what  constitutes  a serious  out- 
break of  epidemic  disease. 

(16)  He  shall  transmit  to  Us  three  copies  of  each  annual  report  and  one  copy  of 
any  special  report.  At  the  same  time  that  he  transmits  to  Us  the  copies  of 
his  annual  report  or  of  any  special  report,  or  that  he  reports  to  Us  a case 
of  Plague,  Cholera,  or  Small  Pox,  he  shall  transmit  a copy  of  the  report  or 
give  the  like  information  to  the  County  Council  or  County  Councils  of  the 
County  or  Counties  within  which  the  district  is  situated.  Where  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  appointed  by  the  Council  of  a County  Borough,  or  by 
a Council  having  delegated  powers  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  he  shall 
also  transmit  to  the  Privy  Council  and  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  either 
a copy  of  his  annual  report  or  of  that  part  of  it  which  contains  the  statement 
relating  to  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902. 

The  Local  Government  Board  recommends  every  Council  to  cause  the  Annual 
Report  of  th  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  printed  each  year , so  that  a sufficient 
number  of  copies  may  be  available  for  distribution  to  the  Board , the  County  Council , 
the  Councillors  of  the  district  and  other  persons  interested. 

(17)  In  matters  not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Order,  he  shall  observe  and 
execute  any  instructions  issued  by  Us,  and  the  lawful  orders  and  directions 
of  the  Council  applicable  to  his  office. 

(18)  Whenever  We  shall  make  regulations  and  shall  declare  the  regulations  so 
made  to  be  in  force  within  any  area  comprising  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
district,  he  shall  observe  such  regulations,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  or 
concern  his  office. 


A Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required,  by  Sec.  30  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,  to  represent  to  the  Local  Authority  of  his  district  any  dwelling- 
house  which  appears  to  him  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


Under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  dated  2nd  September,  1910,  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  must  observe  and 
execute  all  lawful  orders  and  directions  of  the  Local  Authority  in  regard  to  or  incidental 
to  the  inspection  of  the  district  of  the  Local  Authority  under  and  for  the  purposes  of 
Sec.  17  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c..  Act,  igog,  and  the  execution  of  the 
Regulations  of  the  2nd  September,  1910. 


Section  69  (2)  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c..  Act,  1909,  requires  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  a District  to  “ give  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County 
any  information  which  it  is  in  his  power  to  give,  and  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  County  may  reasonably  require  from  him  for  the  purpose  of  his  duties  prescribed 
by  the  Local  Government  Board.” 

The  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  (Duties)  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  dated  29th  July,  igio,  provides  that — 
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“ If  the  annual  or  special  reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a County 
District  in  the  County  shall  not  contain  adequate  information  in  regard  to — 

(a)  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district ; 

(5)  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  administration  of  the  district;  and 

(c)  the  action  taken  in  the  district  for  putting  in  force  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts,  1890  to  1909, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  obtain  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  County  District  such  further  information  on  those  matters  as  the 
circumstances  may  demand.” 


The  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c..  Act,  1909,  by  Section  17,  requires  Local 
Authorities  to  cause  an  inspection  of  their  districts  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of 
iscertaining  whether  any  dwelling-houses  in  the  districts  are  unfit  for  habitation. 

Under  the  same  Section  the  Local  Government  Board  is  empowered  to  make 
egulations  with  regard  to  such  inspection  and  to  prescribe  what  records  relating  to 
hem  shall  be  kept.  The  District  Councils  and  their  officers  are  required  to  comply 
vith  these  regulations,  and  to  keep  the  records  prescribed. 

On  2nd  September,  1910,  the  Local  Government  Board  made  regulations  of  which 
he  following  is  a summary. 

The  Local  Authorities  must  at  an  early  meeting  determine  in  what  manner  the 
nspections  shall  be  carried  out. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  some  officer  acting  under  his  direction  and 
upervision,  must  make  out  a list  of  those  houses  which  in  his  opinion  require  to  be 
nspected. 

The  inspection  of  the  houses  must  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or 
>y  an  officer  acting  under  his  direction  and  supervision,  and  the  inspection  must  refer 
it  least  to  the  following  matters  : — 

i.  The  arrangements  for  preventing  the  contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

ii.  Closet  accommodation. 

iii.  Drainage. 

iv.  The  condition  of  the  dwelling--house  in  regard  to  light,  the  free  circulation 

of  air,  dampness,  and  cleanliness. 

v.  The  paving,  drainage,  and  sanitary  condition  of  any  yard  or  out-houses 

belonging  to  or  occupied  with  the  dwelling-house. 

vi.  The  arrangements  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and  ashes. 

vii.  The  existence  of  any  cellar  dwelling. 

viii.  Any  defects  in  other  matters  which  may  tend  to  render  the  dwelling-house 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  an  inhabitant. 

Records  of  the  inspections  made  containing  the  above  particulars,  together  with 
he  following  particulars,  must  be  made  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
ifedical  Officer  of  Health. 

1.  The  situation  of  the  dwelling-house,  and  its  name  or  number. 

ii.  The  name  of  the  officer  who  made  the  inspection. 

iii.  The  date  when  the  dwelling-house  was  inspected. 

iv.  The  date  of  the  last  previous  inspection  and  a reference  to  the  record  thereof. 

v.  Any  action  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  other  officer  of  the 

Local  Authority,  either  independently  or  on  the  direction  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

vi.  The  result  of  any  action  so  taken. 

vii.  Any  further  action  which  should  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  dwelling-house. 

The  Local  Authorities  must  take  these  records  into  consideration  at  their  ordinary 
leetmgs,  and  take  any  action  with  regard  to  them  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable, 
uc“  action  being  added  to  the  records.  It  is  open  to  the  Councils,  if  they  think  fit, 

? delegate  the  duty  of  considering  the  records  to  a committee,  subject  to  such 
irections  as  they  consider  necessary. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  must  include  in  his  annual  report  information  and 
particulars  with  regard  to 

i . The  number  of  houses  inspected, 
ii.  The  number  considered  to  be  uninhabitable, 
lii.  The  number  in  which  he  has  asked  for  closing  orders. 

iv.  The  number  of  closing  orders  made. 

v.  The  number  in  which  defects  were  remedied  without  the  making  of  closing 

orders. 

vi.  The  number  made  habitable  after  closing  orders  had  been  made, 

vii.  The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other  officers  must  observe  and  execute  all  lawful 
orders  and  directions  of  the  District  Councils  in  regard  to  the  inspections  and  to  the 
execution  of  the  regulations. 


THE  DUTIES  OF  A 

COUNTY 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


The  following  are  the  duties  of  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a County  other 
lan  the  Administrative  County  of  London,  as  prescribed  by  the  County  Medical  Officers 
f Health  (Duties)  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  July  29,  1910 : — 

(1)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  inform  himself  as  far  as 
practicable  respecting  all  influences  affecting  or  threatening  to  affect 
injuriously  the  public  health  in  the  County.  For  this  purpose  he  shall  visit 
the  several  County  districts  in  the  County  as  occasion  may  require,  giving 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  each  County  district  prior  notice  of  his 
visit,  so  far  as  this  may  be  practicable. 

(2)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  from  time  to  time  inquire 
into  and  report  upon  the  hospital  accommodation  available  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  occurring  in  the  County — 

(a)  of  small-pox,  and 

( b ) of  other  infectious  diseases, 

and  upon  any  need  for  the  provision  of  further  hospital  accommo- 
dation. 

(3)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  communicate  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  a County  district  within  the  County  any  information 
which  he  may  possess  as  to  any  danger  to  health  threatening  that  district. 

(4)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  consult  with  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  County  districts  within  the  County  whenever  the 
circumstances  may  render  this  desirable. 

(5)  If  the  annual  or  special  reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a County 
district  in  the  County  shall  not  contain  adequate  information  in  regard  to — 

(a)  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district, 

( i ) the  sanitary  circumstances  and  administration  of  the  district,  and 

(c)  the  action  taken  in  the  district  for  putting  in  force  the  provisions 

of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts,  1890  to  1909, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  obtain  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  County  district  such  further  information  on  those  matters  as  the 
circumstances  may  demand. 

(6)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall,  when  directed  by  Us,  or 
by  the  County  Council,  or  as  occasion  may  require,  make  a Special  Report 
to  the  County  Council  on  any  matter  appertaining  to  his  duties  under  this 
Order. 

(7)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the 
County  Council  up  to  the  end  of  December  on  the  sanitary  circumstances, 
the  sanitary  administration,  and  the  vital  statistics  of  the  County 

In  addition  to  any  other  matters  upon  which  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  may  consider  it  desirable  to  report,  his  Annual  Report  shall  contain 
the  following  sections  : — 

(a)  A digest  of  all  annual  and  special  reports  made  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  all  County  districts  within  the  County  : 
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( b ) a section  as  to  the  isolation  hospital  accommodation  available  for 

each  County  district  and  as  to  the  steps  which  should  be  taken 
to  remedy  any  deficiencies  which  may  exist ; 

(c)  a section  on  the  administration  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 

Classes  Acts,  1890  to  1909,  within  the  County; 

(d.)  a section  on  the  water  supply  of  the  several  County  districts  within 
the  County; 

(e)  a section  on  the  pollution  of  streams  within  the  County  and  as  to 
the  steps  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  taken  : — 

(i)  by  the  local  authorities,  and 

(ii)  by  the  County  Council ; 

(/)  a section  on  the  administration  within  the  County  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  1902 ; and 

(g)  a section  on  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
1875  to  1907,  within  that  part  of  the  County  in  which  the  County 
Council  have  jurisdiction  for  the  purposes  of  those  Acts. 

(8)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  send  to  Us  two  copies  of 
his  Annual  Report  and  two  copies  of  any  Special  Report ; he  shall  also  send 
one  copy  of  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  of  every  County  district  in 
the  County,  and  shall  send  three  copies  of  any  Special  Report  to  the  Council 
of  every  such  County  district  affected  by  the  Special  Report.

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INTRODUCTORY. 

Medical  Inspection  came  into  force  on  the  ist  January,  1908,  under  Section  13  of 
the  Elementary  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  which  stated  that 
the  powers  and  duties  of  a local  Education  Authority  shall  include: — 

(1)  The  duty  to  provide  for  the  medical  inspection  of  children  immediately  be- 
fore or  at  the  time  of  or  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  admission  to  a Public 
Elementary  School,  and  on  such  other  occasions  as  the  Board  of  Education  direct. 

(2)  The  power  to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Board 
of  Education  for  attending  to  the  health  and  physical  condition  of  the  children 
educated  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

(3)  The  power  to  provide  for  children  attending  a Public  Elementary  School, 
Vacation  Schools,  Vacation  Classes,  Play  Centres,  or  other  means  of  recreation 
during  their  holidays  or  at  such  other  times  as  the  local  Education  Authority  may 
prescribe  in  the  school  house  or  in  some  other  suitable  place  in  the  vicinity: 
but  it  was  provided  that  in  the  exercise  of  these  powers  the  local  Education 
Authority  might  encourage  or  assist  the  establishment  or  continuance  of  voluntary 
agencies  and  associate  with  itself  representatives  of  voluntary  associations  for  these 
purposes. 

CIRCULARS  ISSUED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  view  of  this  Act  coming  into  force  on  the  ist  January  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion issued  Circular  576  on  the  22nd  November,  1907,  which  intimated  the  scope 
and  purpose  of  the  Act,  the  methods  of  organisation,  the  character  and  degree  of 
medical  inspection  and  the  regulations  controlling  such  inspection,  and  concluded 
with  suggestions  for  the  amelioration  and  physical  improvement  of  children 
under  this  Act.  On  the  23rd  January,  1908,  the  Board  issued  Circular  582  which  is 
almost  entirely  taken  up  with  a model  schedule  for  use  in  medical  inspection,  and 
the  method  in  which  the  different  items  of  the  schedules  should  be  completed.  On 
the  17th  August  of  the  same  year  Circular  596  was  issued,  which  detailed  the  duties 
of  the  school  medical  officer,  giving  outlines  for  the  compilation  of  his  annual  re- 
port, and  also  stated  the  arrangements  for  attending  to  the  health  and  physical 
condition  of  school  children,  outlining  in  the  last  portion  of  that  Circular  the  re- 
quirements which  would  have  to  be  fulfilled  before  the  Board  would  agree  to  sanc- 
tion schemes  of  treatment. 

These  three  circulars  contain  information  very  necessary  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  knowledge  of  them  will  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  work, 
and  they  should  always  be  at  hand  for  reference. 

On  the  23rd  August,  1909,  Circular  728  was  also  issued,  stating  the  necessary 
provisions  required  for  medical  inspection  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  July,  1910, 
and  so  amplifying  Art.  58  (b)  of  the  Code  of  Regulations  for  Public  Elementary 
Schools  in  England,  issued  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

THE  CODE  OF  REGULATIONS  ISSUED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  there  are  certain 
Articles  of  this  Code  of  Regulations  which  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  bear  in  mind. 
Under  Art.  2,  section  9,  reference  is  made  to  hygiene  and  physical  training  neces- 
sary to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  Code,  but  under  Section  10  of  the  same  Article, 
which  deals  with  domestic  subjects  for  girls  only,  and  concludes  with  the  words 
“ special  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  all  conditions  unfavourable  to  eyesight,”  with 
special  reference  to  the  teaching  of  needlework,  it  will  be  as  well  for  school  medical 
officers  to  notice  the  time  at  which  needlework  is  taught,  so  that  the  best  light 
which  can  be  obtained  in  the  day  is  available  for  this  purpose,  as  the  strain  of 
needlework  on  the  eyes  may  help  to  explain  the  tendency  for  defective  eyesight  to 
be  more  prevalent  in  girls  than  boys.

SANITATION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Art.  18  of  the  Code  deals  with  the  sanitation  of  school  premises,  and  it  would  be 
well  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  in  dealing  with  this  Article  to  know  the  building 
regulations  issued  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  18th  June,  1907,  and  also  the 
Memorandum  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  arrangements  for  drainage 
and  disposal  of  waste  matters  at  Public  Elementary  Schools,  which  was  issued  in 
February,  1910,  as  these  regulations  and  this  memorandum  control  the  building  and 
equipment  of  all  schools. 

The  following  extracts  may  prove  useful  to  the  School  Medical  Officer: — 

“ Single  desks  are  not  necessary  in  an  ordinary  Public  Elementary  School.  In 
infants’  schools  an  average  of  not  less  than  nine  square  feet  for  each  place 
proposed  must  be  provided,  while  classrooms  in  mixed  schools  must  show 
an  average  of  not  less  than  ten  square  feet.  In  cloakrooms  hat  pegs  should 
be  twelve  inches  apart,  numbered  and  in  two  tiers.  The  lineal  hanging 
space  necessary  to  provide  a separate  peg  for  each  child  is  thus  six  inches, 
and  the  hat  pegs  should  not  be  directly  one  above  the  other. 


The  following  table  shows  approximately  the  number  of  closets  needed : —

There  should  be  urinals 

in  the  portion  of  ten  feet 

per  hundred  boys.  Urinals 

are  required  for  infant  boys,  but  if  the  numbers  in  the  school  are  not  very 
large,  offices  common  to  girls  and  infants  can  be  approved ; a proper  por- 
tion of  the  closets  must  then  be  made  of  a suitable  height  for  infants.” 

It  is  well  in  considering  the  general  sanitation  of  schools  to  remember  the  require- 
ments of  the  annual  report,  as,  in  Circular  596,  it  is  stated  there  is  to  be  a general 
review  of  the  hygienic  conditions  prevalent  in  the  schools  in  the  area  of  the  Local 
Education  Authority  in  respect  of  such  matters  as  surroundings,  ventilation,  lighting, 
warming  equipment  and  sanitation,  including  observations  on  the  type  and  condition 
of  sanitary  conveniences  and  lavatories,  water  supply  for  washing  and  drinking  pur- 
poses, the  cleanliness  of  schoolrooms  and  cloakrooms,  arrangements  for  drying 
children’s  cloaks  and  boots,  and  the  relation  of  the  general  arrangements  of  the 
school  to  the  health  of  the  children. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

PLACE  and  Scope. — Medical  Inspection  under  the  Code  is  dealt  with  in  Articles 
25,  58,  and  44.  In  Article  25  (c)  it  is  stated  that  satisfactory  provision  must  be 
made  for  the  medical  inspection  of  children  attending  the  school;  while  in  Article 
58  (a)  the  necessity  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  inspection  on  school  premises  is 
again  enforced,  and  managers  are  requested  to  give  such  reasonable  facilities  as 
are  required  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  for  that  purpose ; while  58  (b)  defines 
the  scope  of  inspection  as  of  all  children  admitted  to  the  school  since  the  first  of 
August,  1909,  and  all  children  who  are  expected  to  leave  school  before  the  31st  July, 
1910.  In  considering  these  two  classes  with  regard  to  children  leaving  school  it 
is  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  age  at  which  they  can  leave,  and  any  age  at  which  they 
can  qualify  so  as  to  leave  earlier,  according  to  the  bye-laws  enforced  under  respective 
Local  Education  Authorities ; with  regard  to  entrants  or  children  just  admitted  to 
school  it  is  as  well  to  ask  whether  such  children  have  been  in  attendance  at  schools 
under  other  Local  Education  Authorities  as  they  may  have  been  examined  there,  and 
if  so  application  should  be  made  for  their  schedules. 

Parental  Objection, — Parents  may  object  and  cannot  be  compelled  to  submit 
their  children  for  medical  inspection,  and  if  any  child  is  inspected  against  the  wishes 
of  the  parents  the  School  Medical  Officer  may  be  indicted  for  a technical  assault,  but, 
he  may  safeguard  himself  by  receiving  the  authority  of  his  Committee  to  act  under 
Section  122  of  the  Children’s  Act,  which  empowers  the  Medical  Officer  “to  examine  in 
any  Public  Elementary  School  provided  or  maintained  by  the  authority,  the  person 
or  clothing  of  any  child  attending  this  school,”  and  it  is  specially  necessary  to  have 
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this  power  if  the  condition  of  the  child  is  detrimental  to  other  scholars  or  definite  in- 
formation has  been  lodged  with  the  Medical  Officer  or  the  Local  Education  Authority 
suggesting  the  advisability  of  the  inspection  of  the  child.  The  recently  passed 
Local  Education  Authorities  (Medical  Treatment)  Act,  1909,  Section  3,  which  says: 

“ Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  imposing  any  obligation  on  a parent 
to  submit  his  child  to  medical  inspection  or  treatment  under  Section  13  of 
the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907.” 

seems  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  parents  are  not  legally  bound  to  submit  their 
children  to  medical  inspection,  and  it  would  be  well,  therefore,  for  the  School  Medical 
Officer  to  act  with  caution. 

Vaccination. — If  during  inspection  any  child  is  found  to  have  been  unvaccinated, 
this  fact  is  to  be  regarded  as  confidential  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  not  com- 
municated to  anyone. 

Attendance  at  Medical  Inspection  should  be  Registered.— Under  Article 
43  (b)  it  is  stated  that  “ no  attendance  of  any  scholar  may  be  counted  for  grant 
unless  he  has  received  one  and  a half  hours  of  secular  instruction  in  the  case  of  a 
school  division  or  class  for  infants,  or  two  hours  in  the  case  of  a school  division  or 
class  for  elder  scholars,  in  each  case  inclusive  of  the  necessary  recreation,”  and,  it 
will  be  noted  therefore  that  any  interruption  of  secular  instruction  by  reason  of 
arrangements  necessary  for  medical  inspection  may  be  disregarded  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Article.  According  to  Article  44  (h)  which  states  that  “ any  period  occupied 
by  a medical  inspection  of  scholars  conducted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Local 
Education  Authority,  whether  such  inspection  is  conducted  in  the  school  premises,  or 
(in  special  circumstances)  in  some  other  place  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Local  Education  Authority  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,”  is  to  be  considered  in 
making  up  the  minimum  time  in  order  to  reckon  attendances  for  grants  so  that  the 
attendances  of  children  at  properly  regulated  medical  inspection,  during  school 
hours,  should  be  registered. 


EXCLUSION  OF  CHILDREN  FROM  SCHOOL. 

When  conducting  medical  inspection  it  is  necessary  for  the  School  Medical  Officer 
to  act  in  accordance  with  Article  53,  which  reads : — 

(i)  “Where  the  Board  are  satisfied  (1)  that  proper  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  for  enabling  the  School  Medical 
Officer  to  ascertain  and  certify  cases  in  which  the  exclusion  of  children  from 
school  is  desirable,  and  (2)  that  the  School  Medical  Officer  has  authorised 
the  exclusion  of  certain  children  from  the  school : — 

(1)  On  the  ground  that  their  exclusion  is  desirable  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  disease,  or 

(2)  On  the  ground  that  their  uncleanly  or  verminous  condition  is  detri- 
mental to  the  other  scholars,  or 

(3)  On  the  ground  that,  owing  to  their  state  of  health  or  their  physical 
or  mental  defects,  they  are  incapable  of  receiving  proper  benefit 
from  the  instruction  in  the  school. 

The  exclusion  of  such  children  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Code  to  be  exclusion  on  reasonable  grounds.” 

Infectious  or  Contagious  Diseases.— Under  the  first  Section  of  this  Article 
children  can  be  excluded  who  might  possibly  infect  other  children  with  infectious 
disease,  and  it  gives  the  School  Medical  Officer  the  power  to  materially  assist  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  exclusion  of  children  during  the  progress  of  an 
epidemic  of  infectious  disease,  because  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  only  advise 
the  exclusion  of  children,  but  cannot  exclude  children  unless  on  the  request  of  two 
members  of  his  Sanitary  Authority,  and  if  he  is  working  in  conjunction  with  the 
School  Medical  Officer  (provided  the  posts  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School 
Medical  Officer  are  not  filled  by  the  same  person)  the  Medical  Officer  can  forward  to 
the  School  Medical  Officer  a list  of  the  children  that  he  wishes  excluded  and  they 
can  be  then  excluded  under  this  Article,  and,  if  working  arrangements  as  to  exclu- 
sions in  different  diseases  have  been  made  between  the  respective  officers,  such  co- 
operation between  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  should 
materially  assist  in  retarding  the  spread  of  epidemics. 
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Dirty  and  Verminous  Children. — This  section  gives  the  School  Medical  Officer 
the  right  to  exclude  children  who  are  dirty  or  verminous,  and  he  can  protect  him- 
self by  receiving  authority  from  his  committee  to  act  on  Section  122  of  the  Children’s 
Act,  but  with  the  exclusion  of  the  child  from  school  the  Local  Education  Authority  is 
not  much  benefited,  because,  except  in  towns  where  such  places  are  provided,  it  is 
not  always  possible  to  get  the  child  cleaned,  and  the  child  may  stay  out  of  school  for 
some  time  and  so  attendances  are  lost.  Action  may  be  taken  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  against  such  children  on  the  ground  that  the  child  has  been  excluded  from 
school  under  this  section  and  is  not  in  attendance  at  school,  and  convictions  may  be 
obtained,  but  not  always.  Another  method  of  procedure  is  to  ask  the  agent  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  to  act  under  Section  12  of  the 
Children’s  Act,  in  which  parents  or  guardians  of  children  may  be  prosecuted  for  any 
neglect  of  a child  which  is  likely  to  cause  harm  to  such  child.  Under  this  Section  of 
the  Children’s  Act  the  prosecution  may  also  be  undertaken  by  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
or  by  the  police,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  either  of  these  (in  certain  cases)  to  move  in 
the  matter.  It  is  unfortunate  that  while  the  Local  Education  Authority  has  the  power 
to  exclude  these  children,  in  rural  areas  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  the  children  ex- 
cluded. By  co-operation  with  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  the  house  may  be  treated, 
when  necessary,  under  Section  46  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  which  gives  the  Local 
Authority,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  right  to  demand 
that  it  be  whitewashed,  cleansed,  or  purified. 


Physically  Defective  Children.— In  Section  3 of  this  Article  children  whose 
state  of  health  or  whose  physical  or  mental  defects  are  such  as  to  render  them 
incapable  of  receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  school,  may  be  ex- 
cluded. Article  44  (g),  which  deals  with  open-air  schools,  camps,  or  other  places 
selected  with  a view  to  the  improvement  of  the  health  and  physical  condition  of 
children,  may  be  said  to  control  children  whose  state  of  health  may  be  benefited  by 
open-air  treatment,  but  children  can  be  sent  to  such  schools  without  having  a 
certificate  of  exclusion  under  Article  53  of  the  Code.  There  are,  however,  other 
children  with  physical  imperfections  who  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  section, 
such  as  those  affected  by  the  Elementary  Education  (Blind  and  Deaf  Children)  Act, 
1893.  In  this  Act  the  expression  “ blind  ” means  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the 
ordinary  school  books  used  by  children,  while  the  expression  “deaf”  means  too  deaf 
to  be  taught  in  a class  of  hearing  children  in  an  Elementary  School.  It  may  also  be 
mentioned  that  blind  children  are  supposed  to  attend  school  under  this  Act  from  the 
age  of  five  to  that  of  sixteen,  while  deaf  children  only  come  under  the  Act  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  sixteen.  This  Act  does  not  apply  to  idiots  or  imbeciles. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. — Mentally  defective  children  are  excluded  from 
school  under  Article  53  (3),  but  they  may  be  sent  to  a special  school  if  the  Authority 
has  adopted  the  Elementary  Education  (Defective  and  Epileptic  Children)  Act,  1899. 
In  granting  certificates  in  connection  with  this  Act,  it  is  necessary  to  allow  the  parent 
to  be  present  when  the  child  is  examined,  and  the  following  are  the  definitions  for  the 
children  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  Act: — 

“ ( a ) What  children  in  their  district,  not  being  imbecile,  and  not  being  merely 
dull  or  backward,  are  defective,  that  is  to  say,  what  children  by  reason  of 
mental  or  physical  defect  are  incapable  of  receiving  proper  benefit  from  the 
instruction  in  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools,  but  are  not  incapable 
by  reason  of  such  defect  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  such  special 
classes  or  schools  as  are  in  this  Act  mentioned ; and 

“ ( b ) What  children  in  their  district  are  epileptic  children,  that  is  to  say,  what 
children,  not  being  idiots  or  imbeciles,  are  unfit  by  reason  of  severe  epilepsy 
to  attend  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools.” 


According  to  Section  3 of  this  Act  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a child  is  defec- 
tive or  epileptic  a certificate  to  that  effect  by  a duly  qualified  practitioner  provided  bv 
the  Education  Department  shall  be  required  in  each  case,  and  the  certificate  shall 
be  in  such  a form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  but  if  legal 
proceedings  be  taken  by  a Local  Education  Authority  it  is  not  now  necessary  for 
the  practitioner,  who  in  most  cases  will  be  the  School  Medical  Officer,  to  appear  unless 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child  requires  him  to  be  called  as  a witness,  as  accord- 
ing to  Section  6 of  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1909,  the  production 
of  the  certificate  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  facts ; but  it  is  lawful  for  the  parent  or 
guardian  to  give  evidence  in  proof  that  the  certificate  is  incorrect,  so  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  conduct  the  examination  of  such  children  with 
every  care,  and  exercise  due  care  in  the  granting  of  such  certificates. 
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Re-admission  of  Excluded  Children.— The  School  Medical  Officer  has  power 
also  under  this  Article  to  consider  the  condition  of  children  before  they  are  re-ad- 
mitted to  school,  so  that  their  return  may  not  prove  harmful  to  others.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  he  is  thus  held  responsible  for  infection  spread  by  children  returning 
after  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  and  his  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  must  necessarily  be  very  complete. 


CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

By  the  Sanitary  Authority  Under  Article  57  of  the  Code  any  two  members  of 
a Sanitary  Authority  on  the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer  can  request  the  closure 
of  a school  for  a specified  time  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease,  or  any  danger  to 
health  likely  to  arise  from  the  condition  of  the  School.  Under  this  Article  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  not  the  power  to  close  a school,  but  the 
school  can  only  be  closed  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  his  Authority,  and  certifi- 
cates granted  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  advising  the  closure  of  schools  if  not 
supported  by  a request  from  their  Sanitary  Authority  are  not  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Education  as  sufficient  proof  of  the  school  having  been  unavoidably  closed.  When 
two  members  of  a Sanitary  Authority,  on  the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer,  request 
the  closure  of  a school,  it  has  to  be  closed,  and  there  is  no  appeal  against  such 
closure. 


By  the  Local  Education  Authority  Under  Article  45  (b),  if  the  requisite 
number  of  meetings  has  not  been  held  owing  to  a closure  of  the  school,  under 
Article  57,  or  under  the  advice,  or  with  the  approval  of  the  School  Medical  Officer,  or 
for  any  other  unavoidable  cause,  the  grant  may  be  paid  in  full  provided  that  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Article  are  satisfied  that  an  allowance  of  nine  meetings  has  been 
made  for  each  week  of  such  closure.  The  Local  Education  Authority  controls  the 
closure  of  schools  and  can  close  the  schools  at  any  time  provided  that  they  are  open 
at  least  400  times  in  the  school  year.  This  Article,  however,  provides  that  if  it  is 
necessary  to  close  a school  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  materially  inter- 
fering with  the  attendances  of  the  school  or  otherwise,  and  the  School  Medical  Officer 
advises  or  approves  of  the  closure,  it  is  possible  to  count  nine  out  of  every  ten  of  the 
weekly  attendances  towards  the  attendances  necessary  for  a grant.  It  is  easy  for  the 
Local  Education  Authority  to  empower  their  Director  of  Education  or  Secretary  to 
act  on  the  advice,  or  with  the  approval  of  the  School  Medical  Officer,  so  that  there 
should  never  be  much  delay  in  closure  by  this  means,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
wishes  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  it  is  suggested  in  the  recent  Memorandum  on 
the  “ Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School,”  issued  conjointly  by  the  Medical  Adviser 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  arrange  with  the  School  Medical 
Officer  to  approve  of  his  closure  of  schools,  so  as  to  save  the  necessity  of  having  to 
get  the  signatures  of  two  members  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority.  In  cases  where 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  are  one  and  the  same 
person  there  is  no  difficulty  in  this  matter,  and  very  little  arrangement  is  required 
when  the  posts  are  held  by  more  than  one  man  to  make  such  arrangements. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Local  Education  Authorities  have  now  the  power  under  the  Local  Education 
Authorities  (Medical  Treatment)  Act,  1909,  to  recover,  as  a civil  debt,  payment  of  any 
treatment  provided  for  children,  if  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  parent  is  in  a posi- 
tion to  pay  for  such  treatment.  Treatment  of  children  found  defective  has  been  adopted 
by  many  authorities.  Nurses  can  be  employed  to  follow  up  cases,  but  if  they  give  any 
treatment  their  services  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  a conviction 
for  neglect  in  a child  with  defective  vision  has  recently  been  obtained  at  Bridgewater, 
but  the  neglect  must  be  wilful  and  evident  to  the  bench  of  magistrates. 

Section  12  of  the  Children’s  Act,  1908,  which  says  “ that  any  person  who  causes 
any  child  or  young  person  to  be  neglected  or  exposed  in  a manner  likely  to  cause  such 
child  or  young  person  unnecessary  suffering  or  injury  to  his  health  (including  injury 
to  or  loss  of  sight,  or  hearing,  or  limb,  or  organ  of  the  body,  and  any  mental 
derangement)  “ shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanour  and  liable  to  a fine  or  imprison- 
ment in  failure  of  paying  the  fine,  and  “ for  the  purposes  of  this  Section  a parent 
or  other  person  legally  liable  to  maintain  a child  shall  be  deemed  to  have  neglected 
him  in  a manner  likely  to  cause  injury  to  his  health,  if  he  fails  to  provide  adequate 
food  or  medical  aid,  or,  if  being  unable  to  provide  such  food  or  medical  aid,  he  fails 
to  take  steps  to  procure  the  same  to  be  provided  under  Acts  relating  to  the  relief  of 
the  poor.”  Attempts  may  be  made  to  stimulate  parents  who  are  inclined  to  take  no 
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steps  in  carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  by  this 
Section.  Unfortunately  it  will  be  noticed  that  application  may  be  made  in  destitute 
cases  to  the  Boards  of  Guardians  for  assistance  in  carrying  out  such  treatment,  and, 
so  far.  Boards  of  Guardians  in  many  cases  seem  to  consider  that  any  medical  treat- 
ment given  in  connection  with  medical  inspection  ought  to  be  supplied  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority.  Another  difficulty  in  the  application  of  this  Section  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  Local  Education  Authority  has  to  approach  the  Boards  of  Guardians,  or 
the  Police,  or  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  in  order 
to  have  proceedings  taken,  and  the  consequent  removal  of  the  prosecution  to  another 
authority  or  body  weakens  the  position  o the  Local  Education  Authority. 

Feeding  of  Children. — According  to  the  (Education  Provision  of  Meals)  Act, 
1906,  if  a Local  Education  Authority  are  satisfied  that  the  children  through  lack  of 
food  are  not  getting  full  advantage  of  the  education  provided,  they  may  apply  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  who  may  authorise  them  to  spend  the  necessary  money  out  of 
the  rates,  and  the  parent  is  responsible  for  the  amount  expended  unless  the  Authority 
is  satisfied  he  cannot  pay,  but  this  Act  impresses  upon  Local  Education  Authorities  to 
obtain  the  funds  for  this  purpose  as  far  as  possible  otherwise  than  by  the  rates. 

SCOTLAND. 

Medical  inspection  of  school  children  in  Scotland  has  many  advantages  compared 
with  England.  To  begin  with,  where  the  scheme  is  approved  by  the  Scottish  Education 
Department,  a sum  equal  to  half  of  the  cost  incurred  in  making  provision  for  medical 
inspection  shall  be  returned. 

Section  6 (1)  of  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1908,  directly  deals  and  removes 
all  the  difficulties  that  may  be  met  in  the  course  of  medical  inspection,  as  it  gives 
the  School  Board  power  to  summon  parents  or  guardians  of  children  before  them  to 
explain  the  conditions  found  during  medical  inspection,  such  as  the  child  being  in  a 
filthy  or  verminous  state,  or  unable  by  reason  of  lack  of  food  or  clothing  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  education  provided,  and  if  the  Board  are  dissatisfied  with  the  ex- 
planation of  the  parent  or  guardian,  they  shall  submit  a copy  of  their  finding  to 
such  person  or  persons,  and  also  to  the  Procurator-Fiscal,  whose  duty  it  is  to  insti- 
tute prosecutions. 

The  School  Board  have  the  power  to  provide  for  the  child  sufficient  and  proper 
food  or  clothing  if  the  parent  is  too  poor,  or  unable  to  do  it  through  ill  health,  with- 
out depriving  such  parent  or  guardian  of  any  franchise  right  or  privilege.  The 
Board  have  also  the  power  in  other  cases  to  recover  any  expenditure  they  have  under- 
taken in  making  temporary  provision  for  any  child. 

In  the  Education  of  Defective  Children  (Scotland)  Act,  1906,  provision  is  made 
for  the  education  of  such  children,  and  the  following  definitions  are  given : — 

“The  expression  ‘epileptic  children’  means  children  who,  not  being  idiots  or 
imbeciles,  are  unfit,  by  reason  of  severe  epilepsy,  to  attend  the  ordinary 
schools. 

“ The  expression  ‘ defective  children  ’ means  children  who,  not  being  imbecile, 
and  not  being  merely  dull  or  backward,  are  by  reason  of  mental  or  physical 
defect,  incapable  of  receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the 
ordinary  schools.” 
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Diphtheria 


The  following  extract  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  City  of  Hereford,  1905,  should  be  read 
by  all  thoughtful  educationists. 


“ During  the  last  three  months  I have  visited  one  or 
more  of  our  Public  Elementary  Schools  almost  daily,  and, 
not  having  sufficient  confidence  in  the  establishment  of  an 
out-patient  apartment  for  ‘ suspicious  ’ cases  and  ‘ contacts,’ 
I have  personally  visited  and  treated  them  in  their  own  homes 
by  spraying  with  cyllin  and  the  administration  of  cyllin 
lozenges.  The  sanitary  defects  of  the  school  and  its  surroundings 
were  remedied,  and  an  immediate  and  thorough  disinfection 
of  the  entire  interior  was  made,  including  cupboards,  furniture, 
wall  hangings,  etc.,  with  a solution  of  cyllin. 

“ For  spraying  throats  and  noses  of  sufferers  from 
diphtheria,  I have  obtained  very  promising  results  by  using 
one  teaspoonful  of  cyllin  diluted  with  one  quart  of  water. 
By  using  a portable  metal  sprayer,  I find  that  the  volume  of 
spray  expelled  in  one  downward  action  of  my  instrument  is 
equivalent  to  about  three  drops  of  this  solution.  As  evidence 
of  the  non-poisonous  character,  at  least  to  my  own  system,  of 
this  disinfectant  diluted  as  above,  I may  state  that  I have 
frequently  on  the  same  day  sprayed  my  own  throat  from  six  to 
ten  times,  with  no  more  inconvenience  than  a temporary 
unpleasant  taste.  To  children  I give  cyllin  lozenges;  each 
lozenge  contains  one-tenth  of  a minim  (or  drop)  of  cyllin.  A 
child  aged  five  may  have  five  lozenges  a day ; to  younger  children 
I give  five  half  lozenges  daily.”

OF  A 

PUBLIC  ANALYST. 


Every  local  authority  entrusted  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  the 
sale  of  food  and  drugs  is  compelled  by  Section  3 of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1899,  to  appoint  a Public  Analyst  and  to  take  samples  of  food  and  drugs  and  submit 
them  for  analysis.  “ If  the  Local  Government  Board  or  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
after  communication  with  the  local  authority  are  of  opinion  that  the  local  authority 
have  failed  to  execute  or  enforce  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  in  relation  to  any  article  of  food  and  that  their  failure  affects  the  general 
interest  of  the  consumer  or  the  general  interests  of  agriculture  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
as  the  case  may  be,  the  Board  concerned,  may  by  order,  empower  an  officer  of  the 
Board  to  execute  and  enforce  those  provisions  or  to  procure  the  execution  and  enforce- 
ment thereof  in  relation  to  any  article  of  food  mentioned  in  the  order.”*  That  is  to 
say  samples  of  food  and  drugs  may  be  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst  by 
the  above  Boards.  Samples  may  also  be  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst 
by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  or  the  Local  Government  Board,  not  because  they  con- 
sider that  the  local  authority  has  neglected  its  duty  but  because  from  some  other 
cause  a question  has  arisen  affecting  the  general  interests  of  the  consumer  or  the 
general  interests  of  agriculture  in  the  United  Kingdom. t 

In  both  these  cases  the  local  authority  is  compelled  to  pay  the  Analyst’s  fee.J 

The  local  authorities  who  are  compelled  to  appoint  Public  Analysts  are  defined 
in  Section  10  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. 

“ In  the  City  of  London  and  the  liberties  thereof  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers 
of  the  City  of  London  and  the  liberties  thereof,  and  in  all  other  parts  of 
the  metropolis,  the  vestries  and  district  boards  acting  in  execution  of  the 
Act  for  the  better  management  of  the  metropolis,  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  every  county,  and  the  town  council  of  every  borough  having  a 
separate  court  of  quarter  sessions,  or  having  under  any  general  or  local 
Act  of  Parliament  or  otherwise  a separate  police  establishment,  may,  as  soon 
as  convenient  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  where  no  appointment  has  been 
hitherto  made,  and  in  all  cases  as  and  when  vacancies  in  the  office  occur, 
or  when  required  so  to  do  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  shall  for  their 
respective  city  districts,  counties,  or  boroughs,  appoint  one  or  more  persons 
possessing  competent  knowledge,  skill,  and  experience,  as  analysts  of  all 
articles  of  food  and  drugs  sold  within  the  said  city,  metropolitan  districts, 
counties,  or  boroughs,  and  shall  pay  to  such  analysts  such  remuneration  as 
shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  may  remove  him  or  them  as  they  shall 
deem  proper;  but  such  appointments  and  removals  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  who  may  require 
satisfactory  proof  of  competency  to  be  supplied  to  them  and  may  give  their 
approval  absolutely  or  with  modifications  as  to  the  period  of  the  appoint- 
ment or  otherwise ; provided  that  no  person  shall  hereafter  be  appointed 
an  analyst  for  any  place  under  this  section  who  shall  be  engaged  directly 
or  indirectly  in  any  trade  or  business  connected  with  the  sale  of  food  or 
drugs  in  such  place. 

" In  Scotland  the  like  powers  shall  be  conferred  and  the  like  duties  shall  be 
imposed  upon  the  commissioners  of  supply  at  their  ordinary  meetings  for 
counties,  and  the  commissioners  or  boards  of  police,  or  where  there  are  no 
such  commissioners  or  boards  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  in  Scotland  shall  be  substituted  for  the  Local  Government  Board  of 
England.

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“ In  Ireland  the  like  powers  and  duties  shall  be  conferred  and  imposed  respec- 
tively upon  the  grand  jury  of  every  county  and  town  council  of  every 
borough ; provided  that  the  Local  Government  Board  of  Ireland  shall  be 
substituted  for  the  Local  Government  Board  of  England.” 

With  regard  to  the  above  Section  the  words  “ may  as  soon  as  convenient,”  etc., 
■must  be  read  in  conjunction  with  Section  3 of  the  Act  of  1899.  All  appointments,  and 
the  conditions  governing  such  appointments,  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board.  If  the  appointment  is  made  for  a fixed  period,  at  the  end  of  that 
period  a new  appointment  must  be  made  and  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  again  obtained.  If  no  definite  period  is  fixed,  the  Analyst  cannot  be  removed 
without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Joint  Public  Analysts  or  an  Assistant  Public  Analyst  may  be  appointed  under 
this  Section  and  under  Section  11.  “ The  Town  Council  of  any  borough  may  agree 

that  the  Analyst  appointed  by  any  neighbouring  borough  or  for  the  county  in  which 
the  borough  is  situated,  shall  act  for  their  borough  during  such  time  as  the  said 
council  shall  think  proper,  and  shall  make  due  provision  for  the  payment  of  his 
remuneration,  and  if  such  Analyst  shall  consent  he  shall  during  such  time  be  the 
Analyst  for  such  borough  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.” 

Section  10  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  states  that  the  Analyst 
appointed  must  possess  competent  knowledge,  skill,  and  experience,  and  that  the 
Local  Government  Board  may  require  satisfactory  proof  of  such  competency  to  be 
■supplied  to  them.  Proof  of  competency  is  now  made  compulsory  by  Section  5 to  the 
Act  of  1899.  “ Any  Public  Analyst  appointed  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act 

SHALL  furnish  such  proof  of  competency  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by 
regulation  framed  by  the  Local  Government  Board.” 

In  March,  1910,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  England  and  Wales  issued  an 
order  prescribing  regulations  in  accordance  with  the  above  Section,  as  to  com- 
petency of  Public  Analysts.  In  a circular  which  accompanied  the  order  the  Board 
stated  as  follows: — 

“ As  regards  the  reference  in  the  Order  to  a person  or  body  of  persons  whom 
the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  recognise  as  competent  to  confer  the 
requisite  qualification  or  to  test  the  skill  or  knowledge  of  which  proof  is 
required  by  the  Order,  the  Board  may  state  that  it  would  accord  with  their 
existing  practice  to  accept  as  sufficient  documentary  evidence  of  the 
requisite  qualification  under  the  Acts  the  Diploma  of  Fellowship  or 
Associateship  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
together  with  the  certificate  granted  by  the  Institute  after  an  examination 
conducted  by  them  on  lines  approved  by  the  Board  in  Therapeutics,  Phar- 
macology, and  Microscopy.” 

The  Public  Analyst  may  receive  samples  of  food  or  drugs  for  Analysis  from : — 

<i)  Any  private  person  purchasing  such  article  in  the  district,  etc.,  for  which 
the  Public  Analyst  has  been  appointed  or  from  any  private  person  purchas- 
ing such  article  in  a district  for  which  at  the  time  of  purchase  there  is  no 
Public  Analyst.* 

The  maximum  fee  for  such  analysis  is  10/6. 

(2)  From  any  medical  officer  of  health,  inspector  of  nuisances,  as  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures,  or  any  inspector  of  a market,  or  any  police  constable  ; 
under  the  direction  and  at  the  cost  of  local  authority  for  whom  he  is  Public  i 
Analyst  or  from  the  medical  officer  of  health,  etc.,  of  any  place  which  is 
without  an  analyst.t 

(3)  An  Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board  or  Board  of  Agriculture. J 

It  is  clear  from  Section  12  and  13  of  the  Act  of  1875  and  Section  3 of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  Amendment  Act,  1879,  together  with  the  case  of  M'Nair  and 
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Cave,  K.B.D.,  that  samples  cannot  be  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Acts  to  the 
Public  Analyst  of  some  other  district  if  the  district  where  the  purchase  was  made 
possesses  an  official  Public  Analyst.  Thus  M'Nair  v.  Cave§  lays  down  clearly  the 
law  that  an  inspector  can  only  take  samples  under  section  3 (1879)  in  his  own  district 
and  must  submit  such  samples  to  the  Analyst  appointed  for  such  district. 

The  Analyst  is  directed  to  analyse  the  sample  with  all  convenient  speed  and  to 
give  a certificate  to  the  person  sending  the  sample. 

It  is  usual  for  the  authority  appointing  the  Analyst  to  arrange  to  have  the 
certificates  of  analysis  within  a certain  time,  usually  14  days ; but  in  any  case  the 
Analyst  must  certify  in  time  for  proceedings  to  be  instituted  before  the  expiration  of 
28  days  from  the  time  of  purchase,  ||  and  for  a copy  of  the  certificate  to  be  sent  to 
the  defendant. IT  The  certificate  of  the  Analyst  must  be  in  the  following  form: —

or  I am  of  opinion  that  the  said  sample  contained  the  parts  as  under,  or  the  percent- 
ages of  foreign  ingredients  as  under. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

(Here  the  Analyst  may  insert  at  his  discretion  his  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
mixture  (if  any)  was  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  article  portable  or  palatable,  or 
of  preserving  it,  or  of  improving  the  appearance,  or  was  unavoidable,  and  may  state 
whether  in  excess  of  what  is  ordinary  or  otherwise,  and  whether  the  ingredients  or 
materials  mixed  are  or  are  not  injurious  to  health.) 

(In  the  case  of  a certificate  regarding  milk,  butter,  or  any  article  liable  to  decom- 
position, the  Analyst  shall  specially  repor  whether  any  change  had  taken  place  in  the 
constitution  of  the  article  that  would  interfere  with  the  analysis.) 

As  witness  my  hand  this  day  of 

If  the  Analyst  reports  that  a sample  contains  some  foreign  ingredient  or  is  deficient 
m some  constituent  he  must  state  on  the  certificate  the  reason  for  coming  to  this 
conclusion ; thus  in  the  case  of  milk  (taking  an  actual  case)  it  is  usual  to  report  in 
somewhat  the  following  form : — “ And  declare  the  result  of  my  analyses  to  be  as 
follows : — 

Total  Milk  Solids  per  cent.  Fat  per  cent.  Milk  Solids  not  Fat  per  cent.  Ash. 

H-I5  2-4  8-75  -75 

The  milk  contains  ‘25  per  cent,  of  a preservative,  boric  acid,  and  is  coloured  with 
annatto. 

I am  of  opinion  that  the  milk  is  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent.. 
Because  the  said  sample  contains  only  2-4  per  cent,  of  milk  fat,  whereas  the  Milk  Regu- 
lation of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  require  that  milk  shall  contain  at  least  3 per  cent, 
of  milk  fat. 

. , The  sample  when  analysed  was  fresh  and  had  undergone  no  change  interfering 
with  the  analysis. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Analyst  need  not  state  on  the  certificate  whether  in  his 
opinion  the  annatto  or  the  boric  acid  was  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  article 
portable  or  palatable,  or  of  preserving  it,  or  of  improving  the  appearance,  or  was 
unavoidable.” 
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;d,  or  the  blank  may 
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The  certificate  of  the  Analyst  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated, 
unless  the  defendant  shall  require  that  the  Analyst  shall  be  called  as  a witness.t 
This  also  applies  to  a certificate  of  analysis  by  a Public  Analyst  produced  by  a 
defendant,  when  the  Analyst  need  not  attend  unless  the  prosecutor  requires  that  the 
Analyst  be  called  as  a witness.! 

Every  Analyst  must  report  quarterly  to  the  authority  appointing  him  the  number 
of  articles  analysed  by  him  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during  the  quarter 
and  must  state  in  this  report  the  result  of  and  the  sum  paid  to  him  for  each  analysis§ 

All  samples  collected  without  the  formalities  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  and  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst  should  be  included  in  the  quarterly 
reports  and  separately  distinguished.il  To  comply  with  this,  the  local  authority  must 
supply  the  Analyst  with  the  necessary  information,  or  the  local  authority  must  add 
the  information  to  the  Public  Analyst’s  quarterly  report. 

An  important  note  as  to  information  which  should  be  supplied  to  Public  Analysts 
was  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  20th  Dec.,  1909.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  Public  Analysts  should  insist  on  being  supplied  with  this  information  : — 

“ The  Board  have  been  informed  that  in  somd  districts  sampling  officers 
transmit  samples  to  the  Analyst  for  analysis  without  furnishing  information  as 
to  the  circumstances  in  which  the  samples  are  taken,  with  the  result  in  some 
cases  that  the  Analyst  is  unable  to  grant  a proper  certificate  in  accordance 
with  the  facts.  Reports  have  been  received  by  the  Board  in  which  articles  sold 
as  mixtures  (e.g.,  coffee  and  chicory)  have  been  reported  against  merely  be- 
cause they  were  mixtures — the  Analyst  not  having  been  informed  that  the  articles 
were  sold  as  such.  The  Board  are  of  opinion  that  Analysts  should  be  informed 
of  any  statement  made  by  the  vendor  at  the  time  of  sale  which  bears  on  the 
quality  of  the  article,  and  that  his  attention  should  be  drawn  to  any  such 
statement  or  declarations  on  labels,  packages,  tins,  bottles,  or  wrapping  paper.” 

In  a further  circular  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  dated  19th  December, 
1910,  several  matters  of  importance  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  dealt  with.  In  addition  to  a repetition  of  some  of  the  matters 
contained  in  the  circular  above  referred  to,  the  Board  express  the  desire  that  when 
samples  are  submitted  to  County  Analysts  by  the  officers  of  sanitary  authorities,  the 
county  councils  will  instruct  their  analysts  to  enter  all  such  samples  in  their  quarterly 
reports,  indicating  from  which  sanitary  authority  the  samples  have  been  received.  In 
addition,  the  Board  ask  to  be  furnished  with  information  in  regard  to  action  taken  in 
respect  of  offences  other  than  adulteration,  such,  for  example,  as  breaches  of  the 
Margarine  Act,  1887,  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  “ obstructing  officers  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,”  etc.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  Board  would  like  to  be  supplied 
with  information  in  regard  to  the  actual  composition  of  milk  samples  submitted  to 
Public  Analysts  in  cases  where  such  information  is  contained  in  the  reports  of  the 
Public  Analysts  to  their  authorities.

SECTION  V. 


DENTAL  OFFICERS 


THE  FUNCTIONS 


OF  A 


SCHOOL  DENTIST. 


The  Dental  Treatment  of  children  in  elementary  schools  is  such  a new  subject, 
that  a school  dentist  at  present  is  concerned  with  how  to  start  a clinic  rather  than  with 
how  to  arrange  the  routine  of  his  work.  Except  that  it  must  be  under  the  supervision 
and  general  control  of  the  school  medical  officer,  there  are  no  official  regulations  to 
assist  him  in  formulating  a scheme.  When  he  is  appointed,  he  is  faced  by  the  fact 
that  90  per  cent,  of  the  children  have  carious  teeth.  The  first  question  to  decide  is  not 
how  to  treat  the  children,  but  what  particular  section  in  the  schools  will  give  the  best 
return  for  the  time  expended. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  younger  children  are  the  most  suitable  for  conservative 
treatment,  but  even  this  is  too  elastic  a definition.  The  fundamental  principle  is  that 
children  should  be  examined  and  treated  at  whatever  age  the  “ six-year  molar  ” is  first 
carious ; this  being  the  first  permanent  tooth  to  appear  and  the  most  liable  to  caries. 
Having  fixed  the  limit  of  age  for  conservative  treatment,  there  is  some  difficulty  in 
working  upon  this  system  and  rigorously  excluding  all  children  who  need  treatment 
above  that  age.  Many  parents  have  but  a very  hazy  understanding  of  conservative 
dentistry.  They  are  willing  to  have  any  teeth  which  ache  filled  or  extracted  (the 
latter  for  preference),  and  not  until  the  molars  are  completely  unsavable,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  front  teeth  also  become  carious,  are  they  anxious  to  have  filled  such 
teeth  as  show  in  speaking. 

Excepting  in  very  small  clinics,  where  time  is  not  of  supreme  importance,  it 
cannot  be  part  of  a school  dentist’s  work  to  patch  up  such  hopeless  dentures,  however 
much  his  sympathies  incline  him  to  attempt  it.  His  efforts  must  be  concentrated  in 
preventing  these  cases  from  developing. 

EDUCATION  OF  PARENTS. 

Those  who  start  a dental  clinic  must  first  spend  a considerable  time  in  explaining 
the  object  of  preventative  treatment  to  the  parents  of  the  children.  This  can  be  done 
by  the  help  which  the  teachers  readily  offer,  by  means  of  lantern  lectures,  etc.,  by  the 
distribution  of  literature,  and  by  a personal  description  to  those  mothers  who  bring 
their  children  for  advice  and  treatment.  Although  the  Board  of  Education  advise  that 
the  parents  should  be  encouraged  to  attend  at  the  medical  inspection  of  school  children, 
I do  not  find  it  wise  to  do  so  always  for  dental  treatment.  After  a sufficient  time  hast; 
elapsed  for  the  children  to  find  out  how  simple  it  is  to  have  a small  cavity  filled,  those 
whose  mothers  bring  them  are  more  fractious  and  nervous  than  the  others  who  attend 
by  themselves.  The  very  fact  that  the  mother  leaves  her  work  to  attend  with  the  child 
gives  it  the  impression  that  some  painful  operation  is  to  be  attempted. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Before  any  operative  measures  are  taken  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  child’s  parents.  If  the  work  is  to  be  carried  on  under  a thorough  system  every 
child  within  the  age  limits  must  be  examined  at  school,  and  notes  taken  in  such  a way 
that  a correct  impression  can  be  gained  of  all  the  treatment  required,  before  sending 
to  the  parents  for  this  consent.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Local  Education  Authorities 
(Medical  Treatment)  Act,  which  under  certain  circumstances  makes  a charge  for 
treatment  imperative,  this  plan  is  even  more  necessary.  The  only  way  to  take  such 
notes  is  by  charts  marked  to  show  which  teeth  are  sound,  which  are  to  be  filled,  and 
which  require  extraction.  It  is  perhaps  out  of  place  to  make  any  controversial  state- 
ment in  this  article,  but  I must  admit  that  every  year’s  re-examinations  strengthen  my 
conviction  that  the  examinations  must  be  done  by  the  dentist  and  not  the  school 
medical  officer.  The  examinations,  being  the  means  whereby  suitable  patients  are! 
found,  are  the  most  important  part  of  the  whole  work. 

I invariably  seat  the  child  to  be  examined  in  a low  chair  facing  the  light,  anc 
stand  behind  the  chair  so  as  to  be  at  much  higher  level  than  the  child’s  mouth.  Ii 
this  way  it  is  possible,  with  a mirror  to  concentrate  the  light  on  each  tooth  separately 
to  search  the  permanent  teeth  with  a probe  for  the  faintest  traces  of  caries.  Were  th« 
positions  reversed  and  no  probe  used,  only  teeth  in  which  the  caries  had  progressec 
to  a greater  degree  could  be  discovered.  The  treatment  of  exposed  pulps  and  con 
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siderably  carious  teeth  for  young  children  is  not  sufficiently  certain  to  be  worth  the 
time  spent  doing  such  work,  and  besides  this  it  has  a very  damaging  effect  on  the 
attendance  of  other  patients  in  the  future. 

TREATMENT. 

There  are  two  main  points  to  be  observed  in  the  conservative  treatment  at  a dental 
clinic.  In  the  first  place,  however  many  fillings  are  done  in  the  day  or  month,  the 
scheme  is  approaching  a failure  unless  most  of  the  children  needing  treatment  accept 
it.  There  will  be  refusals  from  many  parents  because  of  their  ignorance  of  the  necessity 
for  such  early  treatment,  and  from  apathy,  but  these  refusals  must  be  kept  within  such 
limits  that  the  greater  proportion  of  the  children  have  their  permanent  teeth  kept  free 
from  caries.  Otherwise  no  general  benefit  can  be  expected  to  the  community  when  the 
present-day  children  leave  school  and  become  workers,  and  the  work  which  has  been 
done  for  the  children  will  be  so  isolated  that  it  will  be  ineffectual. 

Secondly,  a child  of  seven  years,  who  has  some  permament  teeth  carious  after 
they  have  been  exposed  in  the  mouth  only  for  a few  months,  will  have  other  teeth 
carious  long  before  it  leaves  school.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  average  progress  of 
caries  is  about  one  tooth  per  child  each  year.  Any  treatment  which  is  done  in  the  first 
year  must  be  of  such  a kind  that  the  child  is  not  frightened  from  attending  on  sub- 
sequent occasions.  It  would  be  a very  foolish  policy  to  lose  a patient  in  order  to  save 
only  one  difficult  and  painful  tooth.  The  way  to  avoid  this  is  to  discover  the  caries  in 
such  an  initial  stage  that  there  is  no  cause  to  excavate  into  sensitive  parts  of  the 
dentine.  It  is  far  from  pleasant  for  a child  to  sit  with  its  mouth  widely  open  whilst 
one  cuts  away  the  necessary  parts  with  a bur,  and  if  acute  pain  is  added  to  this  discom- 
fort one  cannot  be  surprised  at  the  child  refusing  to  undergo  the  experience  twice.  As 
a general  rule,  there  is  little  or  no  pain  caused  to  a child  by  filling  a carious  tooth 
which  was  sound  a year  previously.  If  the  scheme  is  arranged  so  that  no  children  are 
omitted  from  the  examinations  for  a longer  period  than  one  year  after  the  molars  have 
appeared,  there  will  be  little  difficulty  raised  by  the  children  themselves  about  their 
attendance. 

When  treating  only  the  youngest  children,  the  conservative  work  will  consist  chiefly 
in  stopping  some  or  all  of  the  six-year  molars.  The  earliest  traces  of  caries  almost 
invariably  appear  in  the  fissures  of  these  teeth.  Bearing  in  mind  that  his  work  is 
mainly  preventative,  the  school  dentist  will  do  well,  when  filling  pin-hole  cavities,  to 
extend  his  fillings  so  that  all  parts  of  the  fissures  are  filled  also.  When  this  is  done, 
the  tooth  is  probably  of  more  value  than  it  was  when  sound,  since  the  points,  which 
would  certainly  be  attacked  by  caries  in  the  near  future  are  protected  by  the  amalgam. 

EXTRACTIONS. 

Speaking  from  my  own  experience,  the  knowledge  that  the  extractions  were  done 
only  on  one  particular  afternoon  at  the  general  hospital,  has  given  many  children  the 
confidence  necessary  for  them  to  attend  the  clinic  for  stoppings.  Not  that  the  refusals 
for  extractions  would  be  very  numerous,  but  with  both  fillings  and  extractions  to  be 
•done,  it  is  better  for  the  children  to  know  exactly  what  to  anticipate.  This  plan  could 
only  be  followed  in  whole  time  clinics,  but  it  would  be  possible  in  other  circumstances 
to  state  that  extractions  were  only  performed  at  one  particular  time,  even  if  the  same 
premises  had  to  be  used  as  for  the  fillings.  Most  of  the  teeth  extracted  will  be  of  the 
temporary  dentition,  since  with  the  children  willing  to  accept  treatment,  few  permanent 
teeth  will  be  allowed  to  become  “ unsavable.”  It  is  not  possible  to  make  any  general 
attempt  to  save  the  temporary  teeth,  because  the  caries  will  have  progressed  too  far 
before  the  children  reach  school  age.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  relieve  toothache  by 
dressings  of  silver  nitrate  where  the  pulp  is  unaffected,  and  where  pus  is  present 
extract  the  teeth. 

PREVENTION. 

Running  concurrently  with  the  actual  treatment  of  caries,  some  steps  must  be 
taken  to  teach  the  children  to  use  their  toothbrushes  regularly  and  properly.  Tooth- 
brush clubs  have  been  formed  in  various  districts,  and  they  will,  no  doubt,  have  a good 
effect  in  preventing  the  progress  of  caries  in  the  children’s  teeth.  It  seems  too  much 
to  expect,  however,  that  these  means  alone  will  suffice  to  deal  with  the  evil  of  carious 
teeth,  since  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five  years,  when  the  children  first  attend 
school,  the  average  number  of  carious  teeth  is  at  least  six  per  child.  These,  of  course, 
are  all  temporary  teeth,  and  even  if  this  condition  prevents  the  mouth  from  being 
thoroughly  cleansed  at  night  and  morning,  there  must  be  an  improvement  when  the 
tooth-brush  is  used,  compared  with  the  unhealthy  state  arising  when  no  attempt  has 
ever  been  made  to  brush  the  teeth.  It  will  rest  with  the  school  dentist,  by  his  reports 
and  other  methods,  to  stimulate  a sufficient  interest  amongst  the  teachers  and  school 
care  committees  that  such  efforts  are  made  in  the  schools.

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THE  POWERS  AND  FUNCTIONS 

OF  THE 

VETERINARY  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


The  functions  of  the  Veterinary  Official,  whether  appointed  as  Veterinary  Officer 
of  Health  or  as  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  or  both,  are 
many  and  varied ; and,  whilst  realising-  that  such  functions,  without  undue  regard  to 
their  importance,  are  intricately  interwoven  with  matters  directly  concerning  the 
welfare  of  Public  Health  organisations,  one  also  realises  the  inadequacy  of  the  law 
as  it  at  present  provides. 

POWERS  OF  VETERINARY  INSPECTORS. 

According  to  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894: — 

Sec.  35  (1)  Every  local  authority  shall  appoint  so  many  inspectors  and  other 
officers  as  the  local  authority  think  necessary  for  the  execution  and  enforce- 
ment of  this  Act,  and  shall  assign  to  those  inspectors  and  officers  such 
duties,  and  salaries  or  allowances,  and  may  delegate  to  any  of  them  such 
authorities  and  discretion, _ as  to  the  local  authority  seem  fit,  and  may  at 
any  time  revoke  any  appointment  so  made. 

Sec.  35  (2)  Every  local  authority  shall  keep  appointed  at  all  times  at  least  one 
veterinary  inspector,  and  shall  appoint  and  at  all  times  keep  appointed  so- 
many  other  veterinary  inspectors  as  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  having  re- 
gard to  the  extent  and  circumstances  of  the  district  of  the  local  authority, 
direct. 

Sec.  59  (1)  The  expression  “inspector  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture”  or  “in- 
spector of  a local  authority”  means  a person  appointed  to  be  an  inspector 
for  purposes  of  this  Act  by  the  Privy  Council  or  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
or  by  a local  authority,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the  expression, 
“ inspector,”  used  alone,  means  such  a person,  by  whichever  authority 
appointed : 

The  expression  “ veterinary  inspector  ” means  an  inspector  being  a mem- 
ber of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  or  any  veterinary  prac- 
titioner qualified  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

In  Ireland  the  provisions  of  this  Act  requiring  local  authorities  to  keep  ap- 
pointed veterinary  inspectors  do  not  apply,  but  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
Privy  Council  may  [Sec.  69  (2)]  make  such  orders  in  Council  as  to  them 
seem  fit  for  uniting  two  or  more  poor  law  unions  into  a district  for  the 
purposes  of  inspection,  and  for  authorising  or  directing  the  local  authorities 
of  those  unions  to  appoint  and  keep  appointed  a veterinary  inspector  for  the 
united  district,  and  for  regulating  the  mode  of  appointing  such  inspector, 
and  the  amount  of  his  remuneration,  and  the  mode  in  which  the  several 
unions  shall  contribute  thereto ; or  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may,  if  he  thinks 
fit,  appoint  a veterinary  inspector  for  the  united  district,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  with  reference  to  contribution  by  the  several  unions  towards  the 
travelling  expenses  and  allowances  of  the  inspector  as  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
thinks  fit. 

GENERAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  44  (2)  An  inspector  may  at  any  time  enter  any  land  or  shed  to  which  this 
Act  applies,  or  other  building  or  place  wherein  he  has  reasonable  grounds 
for  supposing — 

(a)  That  disease  exists  or  has  within  56  days  existed ; or 

(5)  That  the  carcase  of  a diseased  or  suspected  animal  is  or  has  been> 
kept,  or  has  been  buried,  destroyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of ; or 

(c)  That  there  is  to  be  found  any  pen,  place,  vehicle,  or  thing  in  re- 
spect whereof  any  person  has  on  any  occasion  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this.  Act,  or  of  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, or  of  a regulation  of  a local  authority ; or 

(d)  That  this  Act  or  an  order  of  the  Board  or  a regulation  of  a local 
authority  has  not  been  or  is  not  being  complied  with. 

(3)  An  inspector  may  at  any  time  enter  any  pen,  vehicle,  vessel,  or  boat  in 
which  or  in  respect  whereof  he  has  reasonable  grounds  for  supposing  that 
this  Act  or  an  order  of  the  Board  or  a regulation  of  a local  authority  has 
not  been  or  is  not  being  complied  with. 

(5)  A certificate  of  a veterinary  inspector  to  the  effect  that  an  animal  is  or  was 
affected  with  a disease  specified  in  the  certificate  shall  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  be  conclusive  evidence  in  all  courts  of  justice  of  the  matter 
certified. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  local  authority  executes  and  enforces  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act  and  every  other  Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture — through  the  medium 
of  the  Police. 
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Where  the  local  authority  holds  a large  cattle  market,  has  a large  number  of 
licensed  pig  lairs,  holds  large  horse  and  cattle  fairs,  etc.,  the  Acts  and  Orders  are 
best  administered  by  a staff  of  inspectors  with  a Veterinary  Inspector  as  the  adminis- 
trative head.  The  function  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector  is  then  to  supervise  the  work 
of  the  inspectors  thus  : — 


Such  premises  require  cleansing  and  disinfection.  Licences  have  to  be  granted 
for  removal  of  swine. 

The  inspectors  during  their  rounds  note  irregularities  regarding  disinfection,  &c., 
or  animals  suspected  of  disease  or  having  died,  and  report  on  all  such  matters  to  the 
Veterinary  Inspector.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  visits  the  cattle  markets  regularly 
and  inspects  the  animals.  He  also  inspects  old  and  infirm  horses  prior  to  embarking 
for  the  Continent.  He,  as  Chief  Inspector,  is  constantly  receiving  reports  from  the 
police  of  the  area  or  from  his  own  inspectors  regarding  suspicious  cases  of  disease 
■and  immediately  proceeds  to  find  out  whether  disease  does  or  does  not  exist.,  e.g., 

(1)  On  receiving  information  of  the  existence,  or  suspected  existence,  of  Anthrax 

in  any  animal  or  carcase,  the  Local  Authority  must  cause,  without  delay, 
inquiry  to  be  instituted  by  a veterinary  surgeon  as  to  the  correctness  of 
such  information. — [Article  5 (1)  Anthrax  Order,  1910.] 

(2)  Where  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  is  suspected,  the  Local  Authority  must  consult 

the  Veterinary  Inspector  as  to  its  existence. — [Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
Order  of  1895  (Art  3.)] 

(3)  Where  an  animal  has  died  of,  or  has  been  slaughtered  on  account  of  Rabies 

or  disease  supposed  to  be  Rabies,  the  Local  Authority  must,  before  dispos- 
ing of  the  carcase,  cause  a post  mortem  examination  to  be  made  by  their 
Veterinary  Inspector,  who  then  reports  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture. — 
(Rabies  Order  of  1907.) 

(4)  Where  Glanders  is  suspected,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  (with  the  owner’s  con- 

sent)  may  apply  the  mallein  test  to  any  animal,  and  if  he  declares  the 
animal  diseased  it  must  be  slaughtered  by  local  authority. — [Glanders  or 
Farcy  Order,  1907  (Secs.  4 and  5).] 

(5)  With  regard  to  Swine  Fever.  The  Swine  Fever  Order  of  1908  (Section  3,  rule  j 

2)  prohibits  the  removal,  from  an  infected  place,  of  any  carcase  of  a pig  I 
intended  to  be  used  for  human  consumption  and  dressed  for  that  purpose 

(which  is  not  the  carcase  of  a diseased  or  suspected  pig  or  of  a pig 

slaughtered  under  the  Act  of  1894)  until  permission  has  been  obtained  in  I 
writing  from  the  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority  or  from  an  inspector  or 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

(6)  Veterinary  Inquiry  (by  Local  Authority)  into  existence,  &c.,  of  other  diseases.  I 

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  five  diseases  just  referred  to,  four  of  them  are  I 

directly  communicable  to  man  and  are  of  the  deadly  type.  Moreover,  the  fifth  disease  I 

mentioned,  which  is  not  communicable  to  man,  namely  Swine  Fever,  is  so  provided  I 
for  by  the  Order  that  carcases  when  intended  to  be  sold  for  human  food  shall  be  in  1 
a sound  condition. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  clearly  seen  that  the  powers  and  functions  of  the 
Veterinarian,  when  acting  as  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  j 
only  and  not  appointed  as  Veterinary  Officer  of  Health,  has  powers  and  has  duties  to  j 
perform  which  can  scarcely  be  separated  from  those  of  a Veterinary  Public  Health  |i 


Where  an  authority  cannot  possibly  afford  to  appoint  two  Veterinarians,  one  as  « 
Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  the  other  as  Veterinary 
Officer  of  Health,  then  the  next  best  step  is  for  the  Local  Authority  to  appoint  a 
Veterinary  Officer  of  Health  to  act  also  as  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts. 

POWERS  OF  VETERINARY  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

The  officer  so  appointed  would  have  all  the  powers  of  an  inspector  as  already 
OTentioned-  UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Although  many  of  the  important  cities  and  towns  in  this  country  have  appointed 


(1)  Regular  inspection  of  cattle  lairs. 


licensed  pig  lairs, 
railway  cattle  docks, 
horse  and  cattle  fairs, 
cattle,  sheep,  and  pig  markets, 
vessels  arriving  with  animals, 
vessels  carrying  export  animals. 
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Veterinary  Officers  to  act  as  chief  food  inspectors,  inspectors  of  meat,  provisions, 
&c.,  or  simply  as  meat  inspectors,  &c.,  yet  such  officials  have — in  England  and  Wales 
— no  legal  standing  if  simply  appointed  as  their  Veterinary  Officer,  e.g..  Section  47 
of  The  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  states: — 

( 1 ) Any  medical  officer  of  health  or  sanitary  inspector  may  at  all  reasonable  times 
enter  any  premises  and  inspec  and  examine: — 

(a)  Any  animal  intended  for  the  food  of  man  which  is  exposed  for 
sale,  or  deposited  in  any  place  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  of  pre- 
paration for  sale;  and 

(i)  Any  article,  whether  solid  or  liquid,  intended  for  the  food  of  man, 
and  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  deposited  in  any  place  for  the 
purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  &c. 

Therefore  for  the  purposes  of  this  Section  the  Veterinary  Officer — at  the  present 
time — would  have  to  be  appointed  as  sanitary  inspector. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  beginning  of  the  Section  should  read: — 

1.  Any  veterinary  officer  of  health,  may  at  all  reasonable  times  enter  any 

premises  and  inspect  and  examine : — 

(a)  Any  animal  intended  for  the  food  of  man  which  is  exposed  for  sale, 
or  deposited  in  any  place  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  of  preparation 
for  sale;  and — 

2.  Any  medical  officer  of  health,  veterinary  officer  of  health,  or  any  other  person 

qualified  and  approved  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  purpose  may  at  all 
reasonable  times  enter  any  premises  and  inspect  and  examine : — 

(£)  Any  article,  whether  solid  or  liquid,  intended  for  the  food  of  man, 
and  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  deposited  in  any  place  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sale  or  preparation  for  sale,  &c. 

Undoubtedly  many  Local  Authorities  appreciate  the  necessity  of  such  amendments 
as  already  suggested,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  amendments  certain  Local  Authorities 
may  be  expected,  in  the  near  future,  to  be  inserting  Sections  in  their  own  private  Bills 
when  seeking  powers,  of  which  the  following  may  be  taken  as  an  example,  namely : — 
SWANSEA  CORPORATION  ACT,  1902. 

Extension  of  Powers  of  Veterinary  Inspector. 

Section  100 : — 

“ The  veterinary  inspector  of  the  Corporation  may  exercise  the  powers  of 
Section  116  (Power  of  Medical  Officer  to  Inspect  Meat,  etc.)  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  medical  officer  or  the  inspector 
of  nuisances,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  shall  apply  within  the  borough 
as  if  such  veterinary  inspector  were  mentioned  in  the  said  Section  to  the 
medical  officer  and  the  inspector  of  nuisances.” 

Section  116  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  relating  to  Unsound  Meat,  &c.,  states: 
Any  medical  officer  of  health  or  inspector  of  nuisances  may  at  all  reasonable 
times  inspect  and  examine  any  animal,  carcase,  meat,  poultry,  game,  flesh, 
fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  corn,  bread,  flour,  or  milk  exposed  for  sale  or  de- 
posited in  any  place  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and 
intended  for  the  food  of  man,  &c. 

Again,  for  the  purposes  of  this  and  other  Sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  the  veterinary  officer  would  have  to  be  appointed  as  inspector  of  nuisances, 
and  for  that  reason  we  again  suggest  an  amendment,  namely : — That  the  beginning 
of  Section  1 16  and  the  words  relating  thereto  in  other  Sections  of  the  same  Act  should 
read  as  suggested  above  regarding  The  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891. 

In  Scotland,  the  veterinary  public  health  official  is  recognised  legally,  e.g..  The 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897 — relating  to  Unsound  Food — Section  43  states  : — 
Any  medical  officer  or  sanitary  inspector,  or  any  veterinary  surgeon  approved 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section  by  the  local  authority,  may  at  all  reason- 
able times  enter  any  premises  within  the  district  of  the  local  authority,  or 
search  any  cart  or  vehicle,  or  any  barrow,  basket,  sack,  bag,  or  parcel,  in 
order  to  inspect  or  examine,  and  may  inspect  and  examine — 

(a)  Any  animal,  alive  or  dead,  intended  for  the  food  of  man  which  is 
exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  course  of  transmission  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale ; and 
(5)  Any  article,  whether  solid  or  liquid,  intended  for  the  food  of  man, 
and  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  deposited  in  any  place  or  is  in 
course  of  transmission  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for 
sale ; 

And  it  is  further  provided  that — in  the  case  of  any  proceeding  under  this  Section 
with  regard  to  a living  animal  the  medical  officer  or  sanitary  inspector,  unless  he  is 
himself  a qualified  veterinary  surgeon,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a veterinary  surgeon 
approved  as  aforesaid.  This  part  of  the  Section,  therefore,  clearly  indicates  to  the 
authorities  concerned  that  the  examination  or  inspection  of  live  animals,  intended  for 
the  food  of  man,  is  strictly  the  duty  of  the  veterinary  officer  only.  Part  3 of  this 
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Section  also  empowers  veterinary  surgeons  to  grant  certificates  as  to  soundness  or 
otherwise  relating  to  dead  or  live  animals  intended  for  human  consumption. 

Here  we  would  suggest  that  the  beginning  of  the  Section  should  read: — Any 
medical  officer,  veterinary  officer,  or  any  other  person  qualified  and  approved  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section  by  the  Local  Authority,  may  at  all  reasonable  times,  &c. 

INSPECTION  OF  IMPORTED  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

According  to  the  Public  Health  (Foreign  Meat)  Regulations,  1908,  made  by  The 
Local  Government  Board  and  which  came  into  force  September  12th,  1908,  it  is  the 
medical  officer  of  health  of  the  authority  concerned  to  whom  all  powers  are  delegated 
for  the  purposes  of  inspection. 

According  to  Article  XV.,  Part  1 of  these  Regulations,  the  Sanitary  Authority 
may,  with  the  Board’s  consent,  appoint  a qualified  medical  practitioner  to  carry  out 
the  regulations  either  in  place  of  or  as  an  assistant  to  the  medical  officer.  Again 
Part  2 of  the  same  article  empowers  the  Sanitary  Authority,  with  the  Board’s  con- 
sent, to  employ  some  other  person  than  a medical  practitioner  to  carry  out  such  duties 
of  the  medical  officer  under  these  regulations  as  the  Sanitary  Authority  may  assign 
to  him,  but  under  the  medical  officer’s  direction.  It  will  be  therefore  seen  that  when 
a veterinary  officer  is  appointed  to  perform  such  duties,  he  has  to  be  appointed  by 
the  authority  concerned  either  as  an  assistant  officer  to  the  medical  officer  or  as  some 
other  person  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  officer  and  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

In  proof  of  this  statement  it  may  be  mentioned  that  veterinary  officers,  already 
acting  as  meat  inspectors,  &c.,  for  local  authorities,  have  already  been  appointed  as 
assistant  officers  and  approved  by  the  Board.  And  in  so  far  as  the  Public  Health 
(First  Series : Unsound  Food)  Regulations,  1908,  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  dated  September  12th,  1908,  are  concerned  exactly  the  same  methods  of 
procedure  have  to  be  adopted  as  to  appointments. 

We  would  suggest  that  throughout  these  Regulations,  immediately  behind  the 
words  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  words  Veterinary  Officer  of  Health  should  be 
inserted;  and,  in  the  Articles  of  these  (Foreign  Meat  and  First  Series:  Unsound 
Food)  Regulations  the  word  medical  should,  in  every  case,  be  accompanied  by  the 
words — or  veterinary. 

IRELAND.— UNSOUND  FOOD. 

By  Section  132  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  any  sanitary  officer  of 
the  sanitary  authority  may  at  all  reasonable  times  inspect  and  examine  any  animal, 
carcase,  meat,  &c.  In  Ireland,  therefore,  whenever  a veterinary  officer  is  appointed 
to  do  the  work  of  an  inspector  of  meat,  &c. — under  the  above  Act — he  is  to  be 
appointed  as  sanitary  officer  for  the  purposes  of  such  Act. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

Inspection  of  Animals,  &c. 

According  to  the  (England  and  Wales  and  Scotland — Public  Health)  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders,  1899,  Articles  II.  and  III.  respectively  state: — 

Article  15  of  the  Order  [Dairies,  &c..  Order  (Great  Britain)  of  1885]  shall  be 
altered  so  that,  for  the  purposes  of  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  and 
(b)  thereof  the  expression  in  the  said  article,  which  refers  to  disease, 
shall  include  in  the  case  of  a cow,  such  disease  of  the  udder  as  shall  be 
certified  by  a veterinary  surgeon  to  be  tubercular;  and  the  Order  (the 
Order  of  1885)  and  the  Amending  Order  [of  18S6  and  1887,  transferring 
the  powers  of  the  1885  Order  to  England  and  Wales  and  Scotland  respec- 
tively] shall  apply  and  be  construed  with  the  modifications  necessary  to 
give  effect  to  this  article.  As  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders 
are  adoptive,  it  will  follow  that  only  where  the  local  authority  adopts  and 
makes  regulations  under  the  Order  and  appoints  the  veterinary  officer  to 
carry  out  the  inspections  will  he  have  power  to  examine  cows  as  to  whether 
disease  exists  or  not,  &c. 

According  to  Section  71,  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891;  Section  1.  Infectious 
Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890;  Sections  60-61,  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897; 
and  Sections  86-87  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1903,  the  powers  to  make  special 
examination  of  cows  as  to  the  existence  of  disease  are  practically  the  same,  e.g. : — 
Whenever  the  medical  officer  has  evidence  that  any  person  in  the  district  is  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  due  to  milk  supplied  from  within  or  without  the  district,  or 
that  consumption  of  milk  so  supplied  is  likely  to  cause  any  such  infectious  disease 
to  any  person  residing  in  the  district  and  including  all  such  cases  where  he  may  sus- 
pect tuberculosis  (Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1903),  he  is  empowered  under  certain 
conditions  to  enter  the  cowsheds  and  if  accompanied  by  a veterinary  inspector  or 
surgeon  may  examine  the  cows  therein,  and  any  report  he  makes  to  the  authority  is 
to  be  accompanied  by  that  of  the  veterinary  inspector  or  surgeon.  It  will  therefore  be 
clearly  evident  that  all  examinations  of  the  cows  as  to  existence  of  disease  are 
intended  to  be  made  by  the  veterinary  inspector  or  surgeon,  although  the  wording  of 
the  Sections  does  not  properly  state  so. 
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IRELAND— DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

A General  Order,  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  with  regard 
to  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  every  urban  and  rural  sanitary  district  in  Ireland,  came 
into  operation  July  30th,  1909. 

This  Order  is  known  as  the  Sanitary  (Veterinary  Inspectors)  Order,  1909. 

According  to  this  Order,  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  is  appointed  as  a sanitary  officer 
for  the  district  under  the  title  of  Veterinary  Inspector ; and  his  duties  and  functions 
in  respect  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed  may  be  briefly  summarised  thus : 

He  shall,  by  inspection  of  the  district,  &c.,  keep  himself  informed: — 

1.  Of  the  condition  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds. 

2.  Of  the  provisions  made: — 

(a)  For  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  dairy  cattle. 

(i)  For  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  yards. 

( c ) For  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  persons  employed  therein. 

He  shall  make  enquiries  as  to  water  supplies  used  for  dairy  cattle  and  cleansing 
of  the  milking  utensils. 

He  shall  see  that  the  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  or  purveyors  of  milk  are  registered. 

He  shall  examine  the  udders  and  teats  of  the  dairy  cows  and  if  he  finds  disease 
which,  in  his  opinion,  is  tubercular  or  otherwise  dangerous  to  health,  he 
has  to  report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  and  make  recommendations  to  them 
for  dealing  with  the  case. 

He  shall  report  particulars  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  for  Ireland,  Dublin — whenever  he  observes  any  cow  which  is  or 
appears  to  be : — 

1.  Suffering  from: — 

(a)  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder. 

(hj  Indurated  udder. 

(c)  Other  chronic  disease  of  the  udder. 

2.  Emaciated  from  tuberculosis. 

He  shall  inspect  every  cowshed  constructed  and  used  as  such  before  1st  May, 
1908,  as  to  ventilation,  lighting,  and  air  space  of  the  cows ; and  when  he 
finds  such  sufficient  to  maintain  and  keep  the  premises  in  a wholesome  con- 
dition, and  to  protect  the  health  of  the  cows  (as  effectually  as  Articles  3,  4, 
and  5 of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  [Ireland]  Order  of  1908),  he 
furnishes  the  occupier  with  a certificate  to  that  effect. 

He  shall  attend  meetings  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  assist  in  all  proceedings 
where  his  services  are  required. 

He  shall  advise  the  Sanitary  Authority  on  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  public 
milk  supply  which  require  an  expert  knowledge  of  the  diseases  of  animals. 

He  shall  make  monthly  reports — in  writing — to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  or  oftener 
when  required,  regarding  his  proceedings  and  other  measures  which  may 
require  to  be  adopted ; and,  in  the  case  of  a county  borough,  all  reports  of 
the  Veterinary  Inspector  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Sanitary  Authority 
through  the  Medical  Superintendent  Officer  of  Health. 

He  shall  report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  cases  where  his  recommendations  or 
the  Sanitary  Authority’s  requirements  regarding  improvements  or  structural 
alterations  of  cowsheds,  &c.,  have  not  been  carried  out. 

He  shall  supervise  the  work  of  dairy  inspectors  and  report  on  the  manner  in 
which  they  discharge  their  duties. 

He  shall  on  receiving  reports  from  inspectors  as  to  suspected  disease  or  non- 
compliance  with  regulations,  visit  the  place  and  take  or  direct  to  be  taken 
such  steps  as  he  is  legally  authorised  and  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
may  justify. 

He  shall  in  all  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health  co-operate  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and,  when  called  on,  accompany  him  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  4 of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

He  shall  inform  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  whenever  he  has  reason  to  believe 
that  infectious  disease  exists  either  on  the  premises  of  a purveyor  of  milk 
or  among  the  employees  of  any  milk  purveyor. 

He  shall  keep  a book  or  books,  recording  visits,  observations,  and  instructions, 
&c.,  and  produce  such  book  or  books  when  required  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority. 

He  shall  furnish  the  Local  Government  Board  with  returns  regarding  the  con- 
dition of  dairies  and  cowsheds,  &c. 

He  shall  in  matters  not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Order,  observe  and 
execute  all  lawful  orders  and  instructions  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
all  orders,  directions,  and  instructions  that  the  Local  Government  Board 
may  make,  issue,  or  give. 
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FUNCTIONS  OF  VETERINARY  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

When  a veterinary  officer  of  health  is  appointed  by  a local  authority  or  by  several 
districts  combined,  he  should  be  also  appointed  as  veterinary  inspector  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

The  duties  that  would  fall  upon  a veterinary  department  of  a local  authority — well 
organised — and  under  the  direction  of  the  veterinary  officer  of  health  may  be  briefly 
summarised : — 

I.  The  veterinary  attendance  upon,  management  of,  and  control  of  all 
THE  HORSES  owned  BY  the  authority. — This  would,  of  course,  include  supervision 
of  stable  management,  the  selection,  examination,  and  purchasing  of  horses,  stable 
utensils,  and  advice  as  to  the  quality  of  foods ; the  quantities  to  be  provided  for 
the  various  classes  of  animals ; the  supervision  of  shoeing,  fitting  of  harness ; in  fact, 
everything  for  the  well  being  of  the  animals  and  the  saving  of  unnecessary  waste  or 
expense  to  the  authority  concerned. 

II.  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. — The  performance  of  duties — necessarily  for  the 
eradication  and  prevention  of  contagious  disease — as  set  out  by  these  Acts  as  already 
mentioned  under  heading  of  Veterinary  Inspector. 

III.  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders.— The  regular  inspection  of  all 
milch  cows  within  or  without  the  district,  inspection  of  cowsheds  as  to  water  supply, 
light,  ventilation,  drainage,  cubic  space,  general  structure,  and  everything  appertain- 
ing to  the  health  of  the  animals  and  cleanliness  of  the  buildings  and  surroundings, 
utensils  used  in  the  handling  of  milk,  and  the  production  of  a clean  milk  supply. 

IV.  Meat  Inspection. — This  includes  the  inspection  of  live  animals  prior  to 
slaughter,  not  only  within  the  markets  and  auction  sales,  but  also  at  the  slaughter- 
houses. Public  abattoirs,  public  and  private  slaughter-houses  require  regular  and 
frequent  inspection  as  to  cleanliness,  structure,  repairs,  &c.,  and  the  process  of 
slaughter  requires  supervision  also.  Again,  meat  inspection  is  to  be  practised 
regularly  at  the  various  abattoirs  and  slaughter-houses,  during  the  process  of 
slaughtering  or  immediately  afterwards.  The  wholesale  foreign  meat  shops,  auction 
meat  marts,  wholesale  English  meat  establishments,  sausage  factories,  pork  butcher’s 
workshops,  and  retail  meat  markets,  all  require  frequent  inspection  as  to  the  meat 
and  the  premises.  Under  the  Foreign  Meat  and  Unsound  Food  Regulations  the 
veterinary  officer  has  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  imported  foods.  Here  carcases 
of  fresh  beef,  pork,  veal,  chilled  and  frozen  beef  and  mutton,  offal,  &c.,  arrive  in 
large  quantities  by  vessel,  all  requiring  inspection. 

V.  Inspection  of  Knackeries. — These  premises  require  supervision  as  to  the 
disposal  of  carcases ; and  the  tracing  of  contagious  (scheduled)  diseases  at  such 
premises  should  be  dealt  with  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

VI.  Inspection  of  Fish. — The  regular  inspection  of  fish  markets,  fish  sold  by 
auction  or  otherwise,  and  includes  supervision  of  fish  saloons,  oyster  bars,  mussel 
stalls,  hawkers’  carts,  &c. 

VII.  Inspection  of  Fruit,  Provisions,  Poultry,  Game,  &c. — Includes  regular 
inspection  of  fruit,  provisions,  &c.,  arriving  by  vessel,  exposed  in  wholesale  markets, 
fruit  stalls,  hawkers’  carts,  &c. 

VIII.  Disposal  of  Condemned  Carcases,  &c. — This  is  generally  arranged  for  on 
certain  days  each  week,  and  in  special  cases  where  carcases,  &c.,  are  destroyed  by 
magistrates’  order  after  seizure  or  on  account  of  contagious  disease  extra  provision 
has  to  be  made.  Such  destruction  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  veterinary 
officer  at  the  local  authority’s  destructor. 

IX.  — Another  important  duty  of  the  veterinary  officer  is  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  medical  officer  of  health,  and  report  to  him  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
of  animals  communicable  to  man ; the  existence  of  any  disease  of  milch  cows  likely  to 
contaminate  or  endanger  the  milk  supply ; the  existence  of  contagious  disease  found 
in  meat ; in  short,  he  should  report  to  the  medical  officer  anything  coming  to  his 
knowledge — either  through  diseased  live  or  dead  animals,  meat,  milk,  or  other  foods, 
or  anything  else  likely,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  effect  the  Public  Health.  Such 
is  not  only  a moral  duty  but  absolutely  an  official  duty,  and  should  never  be  neglected 
or  delayed. 

X.  Office  Work. — Under  this  heading  the  veterinary  officers’  duties  would  in- 

clude : — Correspondence,  granting  of  licences  for  removal  of  swine,  occupation  of 
slaughter-houses,  &c.,  registering  of  cowkeepers,  cowsheds,  slaughter-houses,  records 
of  outbreaks  of  diseases,  destruction  of  carcases,  meat  and  other  foods,  reports  to 
local  authority,  committees,  medical  officer.  Local  Government  Board,  and  Board  of 
Agriculture,  taking  of  evidence,  getting  up  cases,  and  other  routine  work  necessary 
for  keeping  record  of  all  details.  THOMAS  PARKER,  F.R.C.V.S.,

CATCHING  CONSUMPTION 

PRESS  WARNING  AGAINST  PUBLIC  DANGER. 

The  alarming  prevalence  of  tuberculosis,  due  to  house  infection, 
has  aroused  a number  of  leading  newspapers  to  the  necessity  of 
warning  the  public  that  all  premises  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected 
before  people  are  allowed  to  move  into  them. 

A doctor,  writing  in  the  Manchester  Guardian,  says : “ Although 
it  has,  of  course,  been  known  ever  since  Koch’s  discovery  of  the 
tubercle  bacillus  that  the  chief  danger  of  infection  lies  in  the  dried 
sputum  of  phthisical  patients,  the  destruction  of  the  bacilli  by  the 
systematic  use  of  efficient  disinfectants  has  to  a certain  extent  been 
ignored  in  favour  of  less  envious  preventive  measures.  And  yet  there 
are  numerous  well-authenticated  instances  of  what  may  be  termed 
house  infection  in  this  disease,  and  latterly  attention  has  been  drawn 
officially  to  this  form  of  infection.  It  must  be  obvious,  then,  that  the 
regular  disinfection  of  such  apartments  is  an  essential  point  in  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection,  and  it  is  a disquieting  fact  that 
these  so  frequently  escape  any  process  of  disinfection.” 

The  Daily  Mail,  in  dealing  with  this  all-important  subject,  quotes 
Dr.  Henry  Davey,  past-president  of  the  British  Medical  Association, 
who  declared  that  the  only  way  actually  to  prevent  the  disease  is  by  a 
careful  system  of  disinfection  and  sanitation ; but,  although  this 
opinion  has  long  been  held  by  medical  men,  the  extraordinary  fact 
remains  that  the  authorities  continue  to  ignore  it.  A house  may  have 
been  occupied  for  years  by  a tubercular  person.  The  floors,  walls 
and  crevices  may  be  alive  with  the  tubercle  bacilli  which  he  has 
exhaled,  yet  the  owner  is  free  to  let  such  a “consumption  house” 
uncleaned  and  undisinfected.  “ Personally,”  says  the  writer,  “ I 
would  prefer  to  live  in  a ‘ cancer  house  ’ than  in  such  a death-breeding 
den.  Until  this  foul  disease  is  scheduled  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  the  public  themselves  must  carry  out  the  measure 
which  the  law  fails  to  prescribe — viz.  the  thorough  disinfection  of  the 
interior  of  a house  before  occupation.” 

The  Press  of  America,  as  well  as  the^Press  of  England,  is  doing 
its  duty  in  calling  public  attention  to  thd  grave  danger  of  catching 
consumption  from  infected  rooms. 

A leading  daily  paper  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  says  : “ Those  who  are 
studying  consumption  are  coming  more  and  more  to  realise  the  danger 
of  house  infection  as  a means  of  spreading  this  terrible  disease.  This 
means  that  the  rooms  occupied  by  tubercular  patients  must  be 
thoroughly  disinfected  before  change  of  occupancy.  The  instances 
are  almost  without  number  where  persons  free  from  the  disease  have 
developed  it  within  a short  time  after  moving  into  houses  wherein 
there  had  been  one  or  more  cases  of  consumption.  It  would  be  a wise  and 
safe  rule  that  all  houses  be  thoroughly  disinfected,  aired  and  sunned 
between  the  departure  of  the  old  tenant  and  the  incoming  of  the  new.” 
Those  who  desire  complete  information  concerning  the  best  means  of 
destroying  the  germs  of  consumption  and  of  making  the  home  healthy 
should  address  Jeyes’  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  64,  Cannon  St., 
London,  E.C.,  who  supply  this  information  gratis  and  post  free. 
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Inspector  of  Nuisances. — The  office  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  appears  to  have  had 
an  early  beginning  in  Liverpool.  The  Liverpool  Sanitary  Act,  1846,  Section  124, 
contains  these  words  : — 

“ It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Council  ....  to  nominate  and  appoint 
one  or  more  persons  to  superintend  and  enforce  the  due  execution  of  all  duties 
to  be  performed  by  the  scavengers  appointed  under  the  Act,  and  to  report  to  the 
said  Council  and  Health  Committee  all  breaches  of  the  bye-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  ....  such  person  shall  be  called  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.” 

General  Legislation. — The  first  general  Act  of  Parliament  to  follow  the  example 
of  Liverpool  was  The  Nuisance  Removal  Act,  1855.  The  Acts  of  Parliament  under 
which  appointments  are  now  made  are  The  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Sections  189  and 
190,  The  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  Sections  107-108.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
the  provisions  of  these  two  Acts : — 

Public  Health  Act,  1875. — Under  the  Act,  1875:  “Every  Urban  Authority  shall 
from  time  to  time  appoint  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Sur- 
L veyor,  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances.” 

Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891.— Under  the  Act  for  London,  1891,  Section 
107:  “Every  Sanitary  Authority  shall  appoint  an  adequate  number  of  fit  and  proper 
persons  as  Sanitary  Inspectors.”  Section  108  provides:  “A  Sanitary  Inspector  ap- 
pointed ....  shall  be  holder  of  a certificate  of  such  body  as  the  Local  Government 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  approve  that  he  has  by  examination  shown  himself  com- 
petent for  such  office,  or  shall  have  been  during  three  consecutive  years  ....  a 
Sanitary  Inspector  or  Inspector  of  Nuisances.” 

Comment. — It  is  almost  needless  to  point  out  the  variation  in  the  two  Acts  named. 
Undoubtedly  the  Act  of  1891  shows  an  improvement.  We,  however,  still  require  some- 
thing more  if  the  public  are  to  have  the  full  benefit  of  Public  Health  legislation.  I 
feel  sure  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  appointment  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  should 
be  more  definite  and  secure.  By  way  of  suggestion,  a Sanitary  Inspector  appointed  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  igi2,  shall  be  holder  of  a certificate  granted  under  the  seal  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  stating  that  he  has  by  examination  shown  himself  competent  for  such 
office,  or  shall  have  been  during  six  yeats  preceding  the  year  igi2  a Sanitary  inspector 
rr  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  any  such  officer  shall  not  be  appointed  for  a limited  period. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  if  all  Inspectors  occupied  greater  security  and  protection, 
improved  conditions  are  more  likely  to  be  the  outcome.  What  reason  is  there  for 
Sanitary  Inspectors  in  London  (Section  107-108,  P.  H.  (London)  Act,  1891)  and  Scotland 
(Section  15,  P.  H.  (Scotland)  Act,  1897)  to  be  established  on  a sounder  basis  than  the 
army  of  Inspectors  in  other  parts  of  England  and  Wales  ? 

Powers  of  Sanitary  Inspectors. — The  powers  are  contained  in  a confusing 
number  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  Bye-laws,  Regulations,  and  Orders,  which  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  review  on  the  present  occasion.  One  thing  is  certain — much  needed 
amendment  is  wanted,  and  the  sooner  the  consolidation  and  revision  of  the  law  relating 
to  Public  Health  is  brought  about  the  better. 

The  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1910,  requires  the  Inspector  to  systematically  at 
certain  periods,  and  at  intervals  as  occasion  may  require,  inspect  the  district,  and  keep 
himself  informed  in  respect  to  all  nuisances  therein  that  require  abatement.  As  to 
whether  this  duty  can  be  performed  properly  is  a question  in  doubt,  when  you  consider 
the  area  to  be  covered,  the  character  of  the  district,  and  the  extent  of  the  various  other 
duties  that  require  the  attention  of  the  Inspector.  Whilst  the  Order  directs  that 
systematic  inspection  of  the  district  be  carried  out.  Section  92,  P.  H.  Act,  1875,  states  : 

“ It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Local  Authority  to  cause  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  the 
inspection  of  their  district.”  Having  regard  to  this,  it  follows  that  the  composition  of 
an  Authority  will  be  an  important  factor.  Sufficient  powers  of  entry  to  carry  out  the 
inspection  if  the  Authority  so  direct  are  contained  in  Section  102,  P.  H.  Act,  1875 ; 
Section  10,  P.  H.  (London)  Act,  1891,  and  other  Acts. 
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Offensive  Trades. — A duty  is  cast  upon  the  Inspector  to  report  any  noxious 
or  offensive  businesses,  trades,  or  manufactories.  The  various  trades  are  specified 
in  Section  112  to  115,  P.  H.  Act,  1875;  Sections  19,  20,  21,  P.  H.  (London)  Act,  1891. 

Unsound  Food.— No  duty  can  be  of  greater  importance  than  that  which  is  placed 
upon  the  Inspector  to  protect  the  Food  Supply.  The  Inspector  shall  (the  Order 
directs)  from  time  to  time,  and  forthwith  upon  complaint,  visit  and  inspect  the  shops 
and  places  kept  or  used  for  the  preparation  or  sale  of  any  article  of  food.  He  is 
"empowered  to  inspect  and  examine  all  such  articles  if  the  same  be : — 

(1)  Exposed  for  Sale. 

(2)  Deposited  in  any  place  for  the  purpose  of  Sale. 

(3)  In  preparation  for  Sale  and  seize: 

(1)  Diseased  Food. 

(2)  Unsound  Food. 

(3)  Unwholesome  Food. 

P.  H.  Act,  Sections  116  to  119. 

P.  H.  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  Section  28. 

P.  H.  (London)  Act,  1891,  Section  47. 

Adulterated  Food. — Here  again  the  direction  must  come  from  the  Local 
Authority,  for  we  read : “ He  shall  when  and  as  directed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
procure  samples  of  food  and  drugs. — Local  Government  Board  Order,  1891.”  And 
it  is  important  that  a special  authority  be  given  to  the  Inspector  before  he  proceeds. 
Section  13  of  The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875;  Section  10,  Margarine  Act, 
1887;  Section  2,  The  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. — The  powers  under  this  Act  are  far  too 
limited  in  what  are  the  requirements  to  be  observed : — 

(0  That  the  Food  or  Drug  is  exposed  for  Sale,  or 

(2)  That  the  Food  or  Drug  is  on  sale  at  any  premises  or  in  any  shop  or 
stores. 

Section  17,  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. 

Margarine  Act,  1887. — The  Inspector  has  power  to  procure  samples  from  any 
package  whilst  being  conveyed  in  a public  conveyance. — (Section  8.)  Power  to  take 
samples  of  butter  exposed  for  sale. — (Section  10.) 

Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907. — This  Act  provides  the  Inspector  with 
power  to  visit  butter  factories. 

Section  2 provides  that  an  officer  of  a Local  Authority  who  is  authorised  to 
procure  samples  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  shall,  if  specially  authorised 
in  that  behalf  by  the  Local  Authority,  have  the  power  of  entry,  “To  inspect  any 
process  of  manufacture,  blending,  re-working,  or  treatment  used  therein,  and  to  take 
samples  for  analysis  of  any  butter,  margarine,  margarine  cheese,  milk-blended  butter, 
or  any  article  capable  of  being  used  in  the  manufacture,  treatment,  or  adulteration  of 
any  such  article  as  aforesaid.” 

Why  limit  this  power  to  butter  factories  ? Surely,  if  inspection  is  needed  in 
factories  of  this  kind,  it  is  equally  needed  in  other  places  where  food  is  in  any  way 
dealt  with. 

It  has  been  urged  that  manufacturers  would  be  likely  to  resent  inquiries  by  local 
officers  as  to  the  ingredients  and  processes  which  they  employ,  but  really  objections  of 
this  kind  must  be  out  of  the  question  in  a matter  of  great  public  importance ; further, 
the  officers  of  Local  Authorities  are  not  less  conscious  of  the  privacy  called  for  in  the 
carrying  out  of  their  duties  in  this  connection.  It  is  manifestly  unreasonable  to  sub- 
ject one  class  of  trader  to  more  striqgent  law  than  another.  If  we  are  to  be  logical,  the 
powers  conceded  in  Section  20  of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  must  be  so 
applicable  as  to  include  such  traders  as  are  alluded  to  below  : — 

(1)  Manufacturers  of  Preserves, 

(2)  Brewers  of  Beer, 

(3)  Distillers  of  Spirit, 

(4)  Flour  Millers  and  Cereal  Facing, 

(5)  Manufacturers  of  Temperance  Drinks, 

(6)  Confectioners, 

(7)  Bread  and  Fancy  Cake  Makers, 

(8)  Fish  and  Meat  Potters, 

(9)  Manufacturers  of  Infants’  Food, 

(10)  Compounders  of  Drugs  and  Patent  Medicines, 
and  these,  with  others,  should  be  dealt  with  upon  an  equal  basis. 
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I would  suggest : — 

(1)  That  any  officer  authorised  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  1875-1907,  be  empowered  to  enter  at  all  reasonable  times 
any  part  of  any  premises  where  food  is  supplied,  deposited,  prepared,  or  in 
course  of  preparation  for  sale  for  the  food  of  man  or  which  has  been  sold 
for  the  food  of  man,  and  take  or  purchase  for  analysis  any  article  of  food 
(division  of  samples  to  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts)  and 
submit  the  article  of  food  taken  or  purchased  to  the  Public  Analyst  to  ascer- 
tain if  any  offence  against  the  Food  and  Drugs  has  been  committed.  Any 
article  so  deposited,  &c.,  shall  be  presumed  to  be  exposed  for  sale,  proof 
that  the  food  was  not  intended  for  human  consumption  resting  with  the 
person  charged. 

<2)  That  any  officer  authorised  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  be  empowered  to  procure  without  the  consent  of  the  pur- 
chaser at  the  place  of  delivery  a sample  of  any  food  in  course  of  delivery 
to  the  purchaser  or  consignee,  and  such  officer  shall  submit  the  same  to  be 
analysed,  and  the  same  shall  be  analysed,  and  proceedings  shall  be  taken, 
and  penalties  on  conviction  shall  be  enforced  in  like  manner  in  all  respects 
as  if  such  officer  had  purchased  the  same  from  the  seller  or  consignor  under 
Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. 

THE  SANITARY  OFFICERS  (OUTSIDE  LONDON)  ORDER,  1910. 
Comments. 

One  of  the  most  important  documents  relating  to  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  was 
issued  on  the  23rd  December,  1910,  with  the  title,  “ The  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Order.”  A perusal  of  the  Order,  together  with  the  Memorandum  and  Circular 
Letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  should  be  made  by  every  Inspector.  Whoever 
reads  these  documents  will  be  bound  to  note  a marked  advance  relating  to  appointment 
and  tenure  of  officers  connected  with  Sanitary  administration.  For  many  years  these 
claims  have  been  advocated  by  numerous  bodies,  and  it  is  therefore  encouraging  to 
find  that  at  last  the  advocacy  directed  to  this  end  has  met  with  reward. 

It  may  not  be  as  many  would  desire,  but  if  the  articles  throughout  the  Order  are 
carefully  read,  a decided  improvement  has  taken  place.  Had  the  Order  been  equally 
strong  throughout  much  more  general  approval  could  have  been  accorded.  It  is  now 
more  definitely  laid  down  that  Local  Authorities  can  appoint  their  officers  without 
limit  of  time.  To  quote  from  Article  4 : — 

Every  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  on  the  question,  at  a meeting  of  the  Council  consisting  of  more  than  three 
members,  or  by  three  members,  if  no  more  are  present.  The  appointment  shall 
be  subject  to  Our  sanction.  The  appointment  may  be  made  without  limit  of  time  or 
for  a specified  term,  and  in  cases  in  which  the  appointment  is  for  a term  the  Council 
shall  specify  in  the  Resolution  making  the  appointment , or  in  a subsequent  Resolution,  the 
term  for  which  the  appointment  is  made. 

Article  9 also  refers  to  this  point : — 

Every  officer  appointed  to  hold  office  without  limit  of  time  shall  continue  to 
hold  office  until  he  dies,  or  resigns,  or  is  removed  by  the  Council  with  Our  assent, 
or  is  removed  by  Us,  or  is  proved  to  be  insane  by  evidence  which  We  shall  deem 
sufficient. 

Although  Article  10  permits  appointments  for  a specified  term  (which  is  to  be 
regretted)  it  is  stated  therein  as  follows  : — 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  every  officer  appointed  for  a specified 
term  shall,  on  the  expiration  of  that  term,  unless  the  Council  three  months  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  term  by  Resolution  otherwise  determine,  continue  to  hold 
office  from  year  to  year  until  he  dies,  or  resigns,  or  is  removed  by  the  Council  with 
Our  assent,  or  is  removed  by  Us,  or  is  proved  to  be  insane  by  evidence  which  We 
shall  deem  sufficient ; and  no  further  reappointment  of  the  officer  by  the  Council 
and  no  further  approval  of  his  appointment  on  Our  part  shall  be  required  unless 
the  terms  of  the  appointment  are  altered. 

The  foregoing  paragraph  is  of  extreme  importance  to  all  inspectors  at  present 
occupying  positions  for  a specified  term.  It  is  important  to  remember  that,  if  the 
Council  do  not  give  the  required  notice,  a somewhat  paradoxical  position  is  created, 
mot,  however,  to  the  detriment  of  the  inspector. 
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By  Article  3 it  is  stated  : — 

Before  any  appointment  is  made  under  this  Order  an  advertisement  specifying' 
the  district  for  which  the  appointment  is  to  be  made,  together  with  the  amount 
of  the  salary  proposed  to  be  assigned,  shall  be  inserted  in  some  public  newspaper 
or  newspapers  circulating  in  the  district  of  the  Council  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  on  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  appointment  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Council  : Provided  that  in  any  special  case  in  which  the  Council  may  be  of  opinion  that 

such  an  advertisement  is  not  necessary,  the  appointment  may,  with  Our  ce risen t,  be  made 
without  such  advertisement. 

Doubtless  a definition  of  what  is  meant  by  “special  case”  would  have  been  of 
interest  and  help,  instead  of  being  left  in  an  ambiguous  manner.  However,  Inspectors 
have  reason  to  be  in  a measure  gratified  with  the  improvements  so  far  made,  but  must 
continue  to  advocate  for  further  improvements.  Unfortunately  the  Order  leaves  outside 
many  Inspectors,  which  is  a decided  weakness,  for  it  must  not  be  forgotten  there  is 
a large  body  of  these  officials  to  which  the  Local  Government  Board  do  not  contribute 
part  payment  of  the  salary.  This  does  not  appear  a valid  reason  why  any  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  should  not  come  under  the  protection  of  the  Order.  The  necessity  for 
such  a step  is  too  obvious  for  comment  beyond  saying  that  there  is  full  need  for 
equality  to  all  engaged  throughout  the  service. 

Turning  to  the  Memorandum,  the  Inspector’s  attention  is  at  once  arrested  by 
paragraph  6,  which  reads  : — 

The  Board  have  not  prescribed  any  qualification  for  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
but  they  consider  that  Local  Authorities  should  endeavour  to  obtain  the  services 
as  Inspector  of  Nuisances  of  a man  qualified  by  special  training  or  by  experience 
to  discharge  efficiently  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  Board  regard  the  possession 
of  the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  or  of  some  similar  body  as  a 
qualification  for  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances  in  the  provinces. 

It  will  be  observed  the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  is  specifically 
referred  to  as  a qualification  for  an  appointment  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  At  the 
same  time,  however,  it  does  not  exclude  the  certificate  of  other  similar  bodies,  such 
as  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  also  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination  Board. 
The  Memorandum  also  suggests  : — 

In  districts  possessing  a population  of  over  10,000,  it  is  generally  desirable 
that  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  that 
office. 

Further  : — 

In  a district  where  the  work  of  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances  who  gives  his  whole 
time  to  that  office  is  more  than  one  man  can  properly  perform  the  appointment 
of  an  Assistant  Inspector  is  desirable.  But  the  Board  consider  that  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  should,  whenever  practicable,  personally  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  office  prescribed  in  the  General  Order,  and  they  personally  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  office  prescribed  in  the  General  Order,  and  they  do  not  approve  of 
an  arrangement  under  which  some  of  those  duties  are  delegated  to  an  Assistant 
while  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  holds  other  offices. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  should  almost  invariably 
be  the  officer  to  act  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  purposes  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations, 
1910,  and  for  this  purpose  the  Board  will  be  prepared  to  sanction  a reasonable 
increase  of  the  salary  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

It  is  of  particular  importance  that  the  Board  directs  attention  to  the  danger  of 
inadequacy  of  salary,  and  paragraph  9 goes  on  to  say  : — 

The  amount  of  the  salary  which  should  be  paid  to  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
will  naturally  vary  with  the  circumstances  of  the  district  and  of  the  appointment. 

It  should  be  sufficient,  having  regard  to  the  conditions  of  employment,  not  merely 
to  attract  a competent  man,  but  to  induce  him  to  remain  in  the  service  of  the 
Council.  The  frequent  change  of  sanitary  officers,  to  which  inadequacy  of  salary 
greatly  conduces,  is  detrimental  to  administrative  efficiency. 

Also,  in  the  Circular  issued  by  the  Board  on  December  14th,  1910,  a further 
reference  is  made  to  the  question  of  salary,  in  the  following  terms  : — 
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Many  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  are  already  discharging  the  duties  referred  to 
in  these  two  sub-clauses  at  separate  salaries.  In  these  cases  the  Council  should 
pass  a resolution  increasing  their  salaries  as  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  by  the  amount 
of  such  separate  salaries,  and  send  a copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  Board  so  that 
they  may  sanction  the  increase.  If  these  duties  in  future  are  assigned  to  an 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  his  salary  should  be  increased  accordingly. 

There  are  many  points,  if  space  permitted,  which  could  be  dealt  with,  but  the 
better  course  is  for  every  Inspector  of  Nuisances  to  make  a careful  perusal  of  the  Order, 
Memorandum,  and  Circular  Letter,  and  so  be  prepared  for  any  event  likely  to  arise. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  so  many  units  in  that  great  field  of  science  set  out 
to  keep  humanity  in  a state  of  health.  What  greater  object  in  life  can  man  possess 
than  the  protection  of  the  human  race  ? See  to  it  that  there  is  no  resting  place  for 
agencies,  whatever  they  may  be,  that  are  calculated  to  defeat  such  a noble  aim.

The  Local  Government  Board  of  England  and  Wales  recognise  the  certificate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  as  evidence  that  the  person  possessing  it  is  qualified  for 
the  office  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  in  a district  outside  London.  It  is  also  recog- 
nised by  the  Local  Government  Boards  of  Ireland  and  of  Scotland.  Many  local 
authorities  and  corporations  require  candidates,  when  making  applications  for  appoint- 
ments, to  produce  a certificate  of  this  kind. 

Application  for  Examination  must  be  made  on  the  proper  form,  and  must  be  sent 
to  the  office  of  the  Institute  14  days  before  the  date  of  the  Examination  at  which  the 
Candidate  wishes  to  be  present. 

The  fee  for  the  Examination  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  is  £3  3s.  (except  Women 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses,  £2  2s.,  and  School  Hygiene,  £1  ns.  6d.).  It  must 
be  paid  to  the  Secretary;  10/6  on  making  application,  and  the  remainder  at  least  one 
week  before  the  day  of  Examination. 

Any  person  having  passed  the  Examination  and  received  the  Certificate,  is,  by 
virtue  of  having  such  Certificate,  upon  proposal  and  election  as  Associate  of  the 
Institute,  called  upon  to  pay  only  the  reduced  subscription  of  10/6  annually. 
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Every  Candidate  is  required  to  furnish  the  Board  of  Examiners  with  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  recent  date  as  to  age  and  personal  character;  these  should,  if  possible, 
be  from  a clergyman,  medical  man,  or  some  one  holding  an  official  position. 

The  Candidate  must  be  able  to  write  legibly,  spell  correctly,  be  able  to  make  an 
outline  sketch  to  scale,  and  read  ordinary  building  plans,  and  must  possess  a fair 
knowledge  of  arithmetic,  and  to  be  able  to  prepare  a report  on  any  subject  connected 
with  the  duties. 

The  Examination  occupies  a portion  of  two  days.  On  the  first  day  it  consists  of 
two  written  papers,  two  hours  being  allowed  for  each.  On  the  second  day  the 
Examination  is  viva  voce,  with  one  or  more  questions  to  be  answered  in  writing  if 
required. 

A Certificate  is  not  granted  to  any  Candidate  under  21  years  of  age. 

An  unsuccessful  Candidate  is  allowed  to  attend  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three 
months,  a second  and  third  time  for  Examination  within  two  years  of  first  application 
on  payment  of  half  fees ; but  in  every  case  the  Candidate  must  make  application  on 
the  prescribed  form  previous  to  presenting  himself  for  Examination.

The  Technical  Examination  is  held  on  two  successive  days,  and  is  written,  oral, 
and  practical  on  the  subjects  contained  in  the  Syllabus. 

The  Candidate’s  practical  knowledge  of  actual  materials,  apparatus,  and  workman- 
ship will  be  tested. 

An  unsuccessful  Candidate  in  the  Technical  Examination  will  be  admitted  to 
subsequent  Examinations  at  half  fees. 

Fees  will  be  returned  in  the  case  of  a Candidate  who,  having  entered  for  both 
Examinations,  fails  to  pass  the  Preliminary,  in  which  case  the  fee  for  the  Technical 
Examination  will  be  returned  to  him. 


If  a Candidate  is  prevented  by  illness,  or  some  other  cause  deemed  reasonable  by 
the  Board,  from  sitting  for  the  Examination  for  Which  he  had  entered,  he  will  be 
admitted  to  the  next  Examination  without  fee. 

Those  Candidates  only  will  be  admitted  to  the  Examinations  whose  applications  are 
deemed  satisfactory  by  the  Board. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Chadwick  Trustees,  prizes  are  annually  awarded  by  the 
Board  to  successful  Candidates,  ranging  in  value  from  £3  to  £20. 

The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  is  in  two  parts  : (a)  Thesis  writing;  (i)  Technical 
examination. 

Thesis  Writing.— -The  Candidate  shall  write  a Thesis  on  a subject  relating  to 
Public  Health  and  having  connection  with  the  duties  of  an  inspector.  It  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  1,500  nor  more  than  2,500  words,  and  shall  be  typewritten. 

The  Examination  Board  will  decide  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  subject  chosen.

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THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS’  EXAMINATION  BOARD  (1899). 

The  Examination  consists  of  two  parts: — I.  Preliminary.  II.  Technical. 

The  Preliminary  Examination  is  written  and  oral  upon  the  following  subjects: 
English,  including  writing,  spelling,  composition,  and  dictation ; arithmetic,  including 
fractions,  vulgar  and  decimal,  simple  proportion,  common  weights  and  measures, 
mensuration  of  rectangles,  solids  as  required  by  Schedule  i.  Standard  VI.  of  the 
Day  School  Code,  1898,  of  the  Board  of  Education,  together  with  mensuration  of 
circles,  cylinders,  and  spheres. 

The  following  examinations  are  recognised  in  substitution  for  the  Preliminary 
Examination : — 

1.  The  local  examination  of  the  Examinations  Board  of  the  National  Union  of 

Teachers  (based  on  the  work  of  the  Sixth  Standard  as  set  forth  in  the  Code 
of  the  Board  of  Education),  Mensuration  having  been  taken  as  one  of  the 
ihree  optional  subjects  required  by  the  Regulations. 

2.  The  Junior  Local  Examination  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

3.  The  Junior  Certificate  of  the  Central  Welsh  Board. 

4.  The  third-class  certificate  of  Examination  of  the  College  of  Preceptors. 

Or  any  equivalent  or  higher  examination  comprising  all  the  subjects  stated  in 
the  Board’s  regulations  for  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

II.  The  Technical  Examination  is  written,  oral,  and  practical  in  the  following 
subjects : — 

1.  Elementary  physics  and  chemistry  in  relation  to  water,  soil,  air,  and  ventila- 

tion. 

2.  Elementary  statistical  methods. 

3.  Municipal  hygiene  or  hygiene  of  communities,  including  prevention  and  abate- 

ment of  nuisances,  sanitary  defects  in  and  about  buildings  and  their  remedies, 
water  supplies,  sanitary  appliances,  drainage,  refuse  removal  and  disposal, 
offensive  trades,  disinfection,  food  inspection. 

4.  Statutes  and  the  Orders,  memoranda  and  model  by-laws  of  the  local  Govern- 

ment Board  and  the  by-laws  in  force  in  the  County  of  London. 

Dates  and  Peaces  of  Examination. — Examinations  are  held  in  London  in  the 
third  week  in  January,  and  the  first  week  in  May,  and  also  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Provinces.  The  dates  of  these  examinations  are  duly  advertised  in  newspapers  and 
professional  journals. 

Application  for  examination,  accompanied  by  one-half  the  fee,  must  be  made 
to  the  Hon.  Secretary  at  least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  examination. 

The  fee  for  the  Preliminary  Examination  is  one  guinea,  and  for  the  Technical 
Examination  three  guineas.  An  unsuccessful  candidate  is  admitted  to  one  subsequent 
examination  on  payment  of  half  fees. 

A candidate  who  passes  the  examination  receives  a certificate  which  qualifies 
him  for  an  appointment  as  Sanitary  Inspector  in  London.

Instructions  for 
cleansing  heads 

as  recommended  by 

THOMAS  DUTTON,  M.D.,  M.R.C.P. 

and  approved  and  adopted  by  leading  County  Councils. 

Regular  attention  should  be  paid 
to  the  hair  of  school  children,  as  even 
the  cleanest  children  are  liable  to  be 
infested  with  vermin.  The  presence 
of  vermin  causes  sores  of  the  scalp 
and  enlargement  of  the  glands.  All 
vermin,  including  nits,  may  be  easily 
removed  by  carrying  out  the  following 
simple  directions  : — 

Fop  removing  vermin. 

The  hair  should  be  well  washed  every  other  night 
for  a week  with  the  following  lotion  : — One  tablespoonful 
of  Cyllin  Soft  Soap  to  one  pint  of  hot  water. 

The  hair  should  be  well  rubbed  with  this  lotion  for 
five  minutes,  then  rinsed  with  warm  water. 

For  Keeping  the  hair 
free  from  vermin. 

Girls’  hair  should  be  worn  tied  behind  in  a pigtail. 

Boys'  hair  should  be  cut  very  short.  All  children’s  heads 
should  be  washed  once  a wee!;  with  the  above  lotion, 
as  it  improves  the  hair  and  prevents  unsatisfactory 
conditions. 
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WOMEN  IN  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK. 


The  work  of  women  as  officials  in  the  Public  Health  Service  in  England  dates  from 
the  passing  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1891.  By  that  measure  certain  duties 
and  powers  in  regard  to  the  supervision  of  premises  where  women  were  employed, 
which  had  previously  been  vested  in  the  Home  Office,  were  transferred  to  Sanitary 
Authorities.  “ It  soon  became  apparent  that  not  only  was  systematic  inspection 
necessary,  but  also  that  many  of  the  duties  involved  were  of  so  special  and  delicate 
a nature  ” (to  quote  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Orme  Dudfield,  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Kensington)  “ that  they  could  not  be  satisfactorily  discharged  by  Male  In- 
spectors.” 

Consequently  under  his  recommendation  in  July,  1893,  and  in  the  following 
October,  the  first  appointments  of  women  as  Inspectors  of  Workshops  in  London  were 
made.  Miss  Deane  and  Miss  Squires  being  the  successful  applicants. 

To  the  city  of  Nottingham,  however,  belongs  the  honour  of  being  the  first  Sani- 
tary Authority  to  appoint  a Woman  Inspector  of  Workshops  in  May,  1892,  when  Miss 
Hawkesley  was  selected  for  the  post,  while  Islington  claims  the  distinction  of  initiating 
the  broad-minded  policy  of  appointing  the  first  woman  with  the  legal  status  of  Sani- 
tary Inspector  in  1895,  the  choice  falling  upon  Miss  Grey. 

Other  authorities  were  not  slow  in  following  so  important  an  innovation,  and  the 
movement  steadily  progressed  both  in  the  Provinces  and  in  London.  In  1901  eleven 
women  had  been  appointed  in  the  Metropolitan  area,  while  to-day  (January,  1911)  there 
are  but  few  important  districts  on  whose  staff  a woman  official  is  not  found,  42  women 
holding  appointments  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  London  Boroughs,  while  about  90 
women  hold  posts  in  the  Provinces  as  Inspectors  or  Assistant  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

Although  women  were  not  employed  as  Inspectors  in  England  before  1892,  the 
value  of  their  services  had  been  discovered  in  canny  Scotland  many  years  before, 
when  the  Glasgow  Authorities,  acting  on  the  advice  of  Mr.  Peter  Fyfe,  their  Chief 
Inspector,  appointed  six  women  to  serve  under  him  as  Inspectors,  their  duty  being  to 
inspect  tenement  houses  and  to  visit  and  report  on  the  slum  portions  of  the  city. 


LEGAL  STATUS. 

All  Sanitary  Inspectors,  whether  men  or  women,  are  appointed  in  the  Metropolitan 
Area  by  the  Borough  Councils  or  in  the  case  of  the  City  by  the  Corporation,  under 
Sections  107  and  108,  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  and  their  duties  as  such  are 
defined  by  the  Local  Government  Board  Order,  dated  Dec.  8th,  1891,  one-half  of  their 
salaries  being  paid  by  the  County  Council  out  of  the  Exchequer  Contribution  Account 
in  accordance  with  Sec.  24,  Local  Government  Act,  1888. 

In  the  Provinces  the  appointment  is  made  under  Secs.  189  and  190,  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  the  terms  of  the  appointment  as  regards  tenure,  salary,  duties,  etc., 
were  laid  down  until  recently  by  the  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
dated  March  23rd,  1891. 

A short  time  ago,  however,  a new  General  Order,  dated  Dec.  13th,  1910,  was 
issued ; in  this  several  alterations  were  made,  with  regard,  among  other  things,  to  the 
duties  to  be  performed  by  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

This  order  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1911. 

As  in  an  Urban  District,  owing  to  the  wording  of  Section  189  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  the  construction  placed  upon  the  section  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  it  is  considered  that  only  one  Inspector  of  Nuisances  may  be  appointed  for  each 
district  the  half  of  whose  salary  can  be  paid  by  the  County  Council,  the  Sanitary 
Authority  in  an  Urban  District  is  obliged  to  appoint  all  other  Inspectors,  whether  male 
or  female,  as  assistants,  and  to  pay  their  salaries  out  of  the  local  rates.  It  is  extremely 
doubtful,  however,  whether  this  construction  of  the  statute  is  a correct  one,  and  the 
view  is  held  by  the  learned  Editors  of  Lumley’s  Public  Health  to  be  quite  arguable  that 
more  than  one  Inspector  of  Nuisances  may  be  appointed. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

In  London  the  certificate  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination  Board,  or  three 
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consecutive  years’  experience  preceding  the  year  1895  as  a Sanitary  Inspector  of  a 
district  in  London,  or  of  an  Urban  Sanitary  District  out  of  London,  containing  ac- 
cording to  the  last  published  census  a population  of  not  less  than  20,000  inhabitants, 
is  a sine  qua  non  under  Section  108,  sub  sec.  2,  clause  (d),  Public  Health  (London) 
Act,  1891,  although  that  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  if 
obtained  before  the  24th  April,  1899,  is  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  above  certificate,  being 
that  authorised  by  the  Local  Government  Board  prior  to  this  date. 

In  the  Provinces  the  Board  have  not  prescribed  any  definite  qualifications  for 
sanitary  inspectors,  although  they  stated  in  a circular,  issued  in  December  last,  that 
they  regarded  “ the  possession  of  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  or  of 
some  other  similar  body,  as  a qualification  for  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances.”  However, 
in  advertising  the  posts  the  Local  Authorities  usually  demand  a certificate  showing 
sanitary  knowledge,  accepting  either  that  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination 
Board,  or  that  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

In  the  case  of  women  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  and  evidence 
of  nursing  in  a General  Hospital  or  Infirmary  are  often  required  in  addition,  especially 
in  those  cases  where  the  duties  enumerated  need  knowledge  which  such  training 
ensures,  while  the  Diploma  of  the  National  Health  Society,  and  the  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  Health  Visitors  are  considered  further  qualifications. 

The  examinations  qualifying  for  the  certificates  of  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  are  the  same  for  both  men  and  women. 

DUTIES. 

Women  Inspectors  are  usually  appointed  with  definitely  stated  duties  more  or  less 
of  a special  character,  and  are  as  a rule  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  These  duties  may  comprise  any  or  all  of  the  following: — 

A.  — 1.  The  enforcement  of  the  provision  in  factories  of  suitable  and  sufficient 

sanitary  accommodation  in  the  way  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the  Order  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  dated  Feb.  4th,  1903. 

2.  The  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and  Factory  and 
Workshop  Acts  with  regard  to  the  registration  and  inspection  of 

(a)  Laundries,  Workshops  and  Workplaces  (including  kitchens  of 
hotels  and  restaurants)  where  women  are  employed. 

(5)  Outworkers’  Premises. 

3.  The  inspection  of  tenement  houses  and  houses  let  in  lodgings  and  the 

enforcement  of  the  bye-laws  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  relating  to  the 
same. 

4.  House  to  house  inspection  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the  district. 

5.  The  inspection  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  shop  assistants,  sleeping 

accommodation  in  business  houses,  and  public  lavatories  for  women. 

6.  The  inspection  of  Infant  and  Girls’  Schools  according  to  the  legal  powers 

of  the  Local  Authority. 

7.  The  carrying  out  of  duties  and  inspection  in  connection  with  : — 

(a)  Notifiable  infectious  disease,  such  as  scarlet  fever,  etc. 

( b ) Non-notifiable  infectious  disease,  such  as  measles  and  whooping- 
cough,  etc. 

( c ) The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  Order,  1908,  and 
the  voluntary  notification  of  consumption. 

8.  Taking  of  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

(It  is  exceptional  for  this  work  to  be  given  to  women.) 

B.  — In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  duties  may  be  required  in  the  Pro- 

vinces :— 

1.  Work  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902  (in  cases 

where  the  County  Council  have  delegated  its  powers  under  the  Act  to 
the  District  Council). 

2.  The  inspection  of  shops  under  the  Shop  Hours  Acts,  1892-4,  and  the 

seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  1899.  (In  London,  except  in  the  City, 
the  duties  in  this  section,  as  well  as  the  inspection  of  employment 
agencies,  where  sleeping  accommodation  is  provided,  are  undertaken  by 
special  inspectors  appointed  by  the  London  County  Council). 

C.  — Health  Visiting:  Work  in  connection  with  the  reduction  of  Infantile  Mor- 

tality. 
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1.  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  The  visiting  of  infants,  and  the  giving 

of  advice  to  mothers  as  to  the  feeding  and  general  management  of  young 

children. 

2.  Advising  expectant  mothers  on  the  management  of  their  health,  and  as 

to  the  influence  of  ante  natal  conditions  on  their  infants. 

3.  Work  in  connection  with  Milk  depots  and  Infant  Consultation  Centres. 

4.  To  promote  general  cleanliness  in  the  home,  and  note  sanitary  defects 

remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

5.  Investigation  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

6.  Lecturing  at  mothers’  meetings,  girls’  clubs,  and  at  factories  during  the 

dinner  hour. 

7.  Organising  the  Voluntary  Health  Workers  in  the  district  and  arranging 

their  work. 

D. — Work  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

At  first  in  different  Provincial  districts,  according  to  the  special  needs  of  the 
locality,  women  were  appointed  with  various  titles,  i.e.,  as  inspector  of  workshops, 
inspector  of  nuisances,  or  inspector  of  midwives.  In  the  first  and  last  cases  the  work 
was  limited  in  character,  but  in  the  second  it  often  embraced  all  the  duties  peculiar  to 
each  of  the  other  appointments,  suitable  and  special  qualifications  being  needed  in  each 
instance. 

A new  title,  namely  that  of  “ Health  Visitor,”  came  into  vogue  later  on,  such 
appointments  being  made  by  either  Sanitary  Authorities  or  by  Voluntary  Health 
Associations.  The  qualifications  required  and  the  duties  imposed  were  usually  almost 
identical  with  those  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  while  the  worker  was  handicapped  by 
being  denied  a legal  status,  having  no  right  of  entry — so  necessary  at  times — and 
being  unable  to  serve  notices  or  compel  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 

The  essential  difference  between  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  is  that 
the  Inspector  is  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  certain  Acts  of  Parliament 
are  complied  with,  and  has  the  corresponding  power  of  enforcing  compliance  together 
with  the  right  of  entry  to  premises  where  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  those  pro- 
visions are  being  contravened ; the  Health  Visitor  is  an  advisory  officer  and  has  neither 
the  duty  nor  the  power  nor  the  responsibility  of  enforcing  compliance  with  the  laws 
relating  to  Public  Health. 

The  salaries  paid  to  Health  Visitors  have  been  hitherto  provided  entirely  out  of 
the  local  rates,  and  the  title  has  not  until  recently  received  legal  recognition.  In 
London  in  those  cases  in  which  the  duties  undertaken  by  women  were  outside  those 
prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  Order  (London),  1891,  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  were  unable  to  claim  the  payment  of  half  the  salary  from  the  London 
County  Council,  the  Local  Government  Board  Auditors  refusing  to  sanction  the  expen- 
diture on  that  portion  of  the  work  known  as  health  visiting.  It  Is  out  of  this  fact  that 
the  whole  trouble  arose,  as  this  restriction  on  expenditure  resulted  in  many  of  the 
Metropolitan  Boroughs  ceasing  to  employ  their  women  inspectors  in  work  other  than 
that  laid  down  in  the  Local  Government  Board  Regulations  for  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
They,  however,  induced  the  London  County  Council  to  insert  a clause  in  one  of  their 
General  Powers  Bills  legalising  the  appointment  of  suitable  women  to  be  known  as 
Health  Visitors,  to  carry  out  duties  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act.  Since  the 
Bill  was  passed  sub.  nom.  the  London  County  Councils  (General  Powers)  Act,  1908, 
the  appointment  of  Health  Visitors  in  London  has  become  legalised  subject  to  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Board  prescribing  their  qualifications,  mode  of  appointment,  duties, 
salary,  and  tenure  of  office.  The  duties  mentioned  in  the  Act  are  “ to  give  advice  as 
to  the  nurture,  care,  and  management  of  young  children  and  to  promote  cleanliness.” 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  HEALTH  VISITORS  IN  LONDON. 

In  September,  igog,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  an  Order  under  Section  6 
of  the  above-mentioned  statute  making  regulations  with  regard  to  Health  Visitors  as 
follows : — 

Art.  1. — Qualifications.  A woman  shall  be  qualified  to  be  appointed  a Health 
Visitor  if  she 

(a)  Is  a duly  qualified  medical  practitioner;  or 

(b)  Is  a duly  qualified  nurse  with  three  years’  training  in  a hospital  or 
infirmary,  being  a training  school  for  nurses  and  having  a resi- 
dent physician  or  surgeon;  or 

(c)  Is  certified  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902 ; or 
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(d)  Has  had  six  months’  nursing  experience  in  a hospital  receiving 
children  as  well  as  adults,  and  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  for  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses,  or  the 
diploma  of  the  National  Health  Society;  or 

(e)  Has  discharged  duties  similar  to  those  prescribed  in  the  Regula- 
tions in  the  services  of  a Sanitary  Authority,  and  produces  such 
evidence  as  suffices  to  prove  her  competency ; or 

(/)  Has  a competent  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  theory  and 
practice  of  nurture,  of  the  care  and  management  of  young  chil- 
dren, of  attendance  on  women  in  and  immediately  after  child- 
birth, and  of  nursing  attendance  in  cases  of  sickness  or  other 
mental  and  bodily  infirmity. 

Art.  2. — Every  appointment  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Board. 

Art.  6. — Tenure  of  Office:  Enables  a Sanitary  Authority  to  determine  the  ap- 
pointment of  a Health  Visitor  by  giving  her  three  months’  notice,  and  no 
woman  may  be  appointed  unless  she  agrees  to  give  three  months’  notice 
previous  to  resigning  the  office  or  to  forfeit  a sum  to  be  agreed. 

Art.  8. — Outlines  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor,  but  prohibits  her  from  dis- 
charging duties  pertaining  to  the  position  of  a Sanitary  Inspector 
(unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  she  holds  the  dual  appointment 
under  Art.  12). 

Art.  9. — The  Board’s  approval  is  required  to  the  salair  to  be  paid  to  the  Health 
Visitor,  and  an  allowance  in  respect  of  clothing  where  uniform  or  other 
distinctive  dress  is  required  may  be  made. 

The  Board  in  their  circular  letter  state  that  they  attach  much  importance  to  the 
appointment  of  Health  Visitors  in  London,  especially  in  view  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  They  also  consider  that  having  regard  to  the 
important  duties  to  be  discharged  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  to  the  salaries  paid  to 
Women  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  London,  the  salary  should  not  be  less  than  £100  per 
annum. 

Under  this  Order  five  Metropolitan  Boroughs,  employing  no  women  sanitary 
inspectors  have  proceeded  to  appoint  Health  Visitors,  while  seven  have  appointed  one 
or  more  of  their  women  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  dual  capacity  of  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Health  Visitor,  and  seven  have  appointed  Health  Visitors  in  addition  to  their 
employment  of  women  sanitary  inspectors.  In  nine  Boroughs  the  women  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  engaged  partly  in  health  visiting,  though  appointed  in  the  capacity  of 
Sanitary  Inspectors  only. 

This  Act  and  Order  only  affect  Health  Visitors  in  the  Administrative  County  of 
London,  and  enables  the  London  County  Council  to  contribute  half  their  salaries  out 
of  the  Exchequer  Contribution  Account. 

In  the  Provinces  no  such  restrictions  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
Auditors  have  applied,  since  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authorities  having  had  power  to 
appoint  Health  Visitors  as  being  other  officers  necessary  for  the  efficient  execution  of 
this  Act  (see  Section  189,  Public  Health  Act,  1875),  paid  the  whole  of  the  salary  of  the 
official  out  of  local  rates,  and  therefore  have  been  in  a position  to  determine  not  only 
the  duties  and  nomenclature,  but  also  the  terms  of  the  appointment. 

In  Rural  areas  the  Rural  District  Council  have  been  enabled  by  Section  190  of  the 
last-mentioned  Act  to  appoint  women  as  Sanitary  Inspectors,  in  which  case  the  Rural 
Authorities  receive  one-half  the  salary  from  the  County  Council,  or  as  Health  Visitors, 
when  the  Rural  Authority  must  bear  the  whole  burden. 

It  is  a recognised  fact  that  the  success  of  the  work  depends  on  the  appointment 
of  suitable  women ; culture,  a high  standard  of  education  and  efficient  training,  large 
sympathies,  infinite  patience  and  tact,  together  with  a broad-minded  outlook  on  life, 
coupled  with  a strong  constitution,  being  desirable  qualities  in  women  chosen  to  fulfil 
the  duties  of  an  Inspector  or  Health  Visitor.  Among  officials  themselves  it  has  always 
been  found  in  actual  practice  that  the  designation  “ Sanitary  Inspector  ” bestows  an 
infinite  advantage  upon  the  worker,  while  in  no  way  causing  friction  or  detracting 
from  the  value  of  the  work  done,  for  the  following  reasons : — In  the  first  place,  it  is 
a term  well  known  and  held  in  high  esteem  among  the  poorer  working  classes,  and 
in  the  second  place  it  enables  the  official  to  deal  with  insanitary  conditions  found  and 
not  be  obliged  to  delegate  them  to  a male  inspector  whose  views  perhaps  may  not 
totally  coincide  with  hers,  and  lastly  it  prevents  the  creation  of  a new  class  of  officials, 
unknown  to  the  poor,  on  a lower  scale  both  with  regard  to  status  and  salary,  and 
therefore  a menace  to  the  continued  appointments  of  women  as  Inspectors. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  some  authorities  that  no  importance  attaches  to 
the  title  given  to  women  officials  employed  by  Sanitary  Authorities  in  a Public  Health 
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Department,  “ for  whatever  name  be  given  the  essential  and  vital  part  of  the  work  is 
the  same.”  The  whole  object  of  the  work — apart  from  that  done  under  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act — is  the  saving  of  infant  lives  by  visiting  homes  where  there  is  a 
likelihood  of  the  prevalence  of  ignorance  and  carelessness  in  the  rearing  of  young 
children,  in  seeing  that  the  home  is  kept  in  a more  wholesome  condition,  and  in 
inculcating  and  encouraging  habits  of  cleanliness  and  thrift.  It  was  thought  that  the 
term  “ inspector  ” might  cause  a wrong  impression  to  be  conveyed  to  the  public 
mind  as  to  the  object  of  the  visit,  and  consequent  friction  might  arise.  The  expres- 
sion of  this  view  led  to  the  appointment  of  women  under  the  title  “ Health  Visitor.” 

It  could  not  be  denied  that  the  work  performed,  especially  in  the  Provinces,  was 
identical,  nor  that  the  qualifications  required  were  the  same,  nor  that  in  those  districts 
where  inspectors  were  entrusted  with  the  duties  of  health  visiting  the  fears  expressed 
above  had  been  proved  to  be  groundless. 

But  the  result  of  the  change  in  nomenclature  has  acted  prejudicially  against  the 
woman  official  by  : — 

1.  Denying  her  a legal  status  recognised  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

2.  Depriving  her  of  the  definite  right  of  entry  to  premises  where  nuisances 

were  believed  to  exist. 

3.  Lessening  her  direct  responsibility. 

4.  Narrowing  down  her  scope  of  work  by  making  her  merely  an  advisory 

officer  withbut  the  power  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Public  Health 

Acts  both  on  the  part  of  the  landlord  and  the  tenant. 

5.  Creating  a new  class  of  officials  unknown  to  the  poor,  on  a lower  scale 

both  with  regard  to  status  and  salary. 

6.  Making  possible  the  appointment  of  women  with  inadequate  training  and 

insufficient  knowledge  of  sanitation*  and  Public  Health  Laws. 

A great  injustice  has,  therefore,  been  done,  unintentionally  perhaps,  to  the  women 
who  were  devoting  their  lives  and  best  energies  to  the  uplifting  of  the  masses  in  the 
most  practical  way  known  to  modern  civilisation;  for  while  high  qualifications  and 
evidence  of  training  both  expensive  and  prolonged  were  being  demanded  of  the 
Health  Visitor  by  most  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  making  such  appointments, 
smaller  salaries  were  offered,  and  the  denial  of  a legal  status  placed  the  officer  in  an 
unenviable  position.  And,  indeed,  often  the  only  consideration  with  a Sanitary 
Authority  as  to  which  title  shall  be  bestowed  is  a question  of  how  low  a wage  may 
be  offered  to  a Health  Visitor,  the  salary  given  to  an  Inspector  being  in  many  cases 
somewhat  higher. 

* In  support  of  this  statement  the  following  extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  (Education)  London  County  Council  for  the  year  1909  may  be  quoted.  Dr. 
Kerr,  on  Page  32,  speaking  of  school  nurses,  says  : “ Her  influence  could  be  much 
better  exerted  both  in  the  school  and  the  home  if  her  sanitary  knowledge  were  somewhat 
greater  than  is  usual  with  the  average  nurse  who  has  gone  through  the  three  years' 
hospital  training.  A distinct  preference  should  he  given  to  those  who  have  given 
evidence  of  obtaining  special  knowledge  in  matters  directly  affecting  health  and  sanita- 
tion.” 

It  Is  obvious  that  these  remarks  apply  even  more  forcibly  In  the  case  of  Health 
Visitors,  and  that  the  holding  of  a certificate  recognised  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  Sanitary  Inspectors  should  be  a sine  qua  non. 

RECENTLY  SUGGESTED  LEGISLATION. 

Following  on  the  passing  of  the  London  County  Council  General  Powers  Act,  1908, 
and  the  issue  of  the  Health  Visitors  (London)  Order,  September  6,  rgog,  a Bill  was 
introduced  in  the  last  session  of  the  late  Parliament,  and  reintroduced  in  the  present 
one,  by  Mr.  John  Burns,  entitled  the  “ Health  Visitors  (Public  Health  Bill),”  “to  enable 
Local  Authorities  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  to  appoint  Health 
Visitors.” 

This  Bill  purports  to  give  power  to  Local  Authorities  of  any  area  outside  London 
where  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  in  force  to  appoint  suitable  women  as  Health 
Visitors. 

Unlike  the  London  Act,  no  mention  is  made  of  half  the  salary  being  paid  by  the 
County  Council,  nor  are  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Board  prescribing  the  quali- 
fications, mode  of  appointment,  duties,  salary,  nor  tenure  of  office  of  the  Health 
Visitor. 

As  in  the  Provinces  already,  some  220  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed, 
besides  about  90  Women  Sanitary  Inspectors,  many  of  w'hom  are  engaged  in  carrying 
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?Ut  £r?,visi0nuS  of  Notification  of  Births  Act,  it  is  difficult  to  see  the  raison  d'etre 
for  the  Bill  as  beyond  legalising  the  title,  it  achieves  nothing,  not  even  securing  the 
payment  of  half  the  salary  by  the  County  Council  as  in  London. 

In  its  action  it  is  unnecessary  in  view  of  the  number  of  appointments  already  made. 

2.  It  is  prejudicial  to  the  appointment  of  women  officials  as  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  as  it  legalises  the  creation  of  a class  of  officers  on  a lower 
scale  with  regard  to  salary  status  and  responsibility,  and  with  possibly 
no  sanitary  training,  and  this  lowers  the  standard  of  the  Public  Health 
Service. 

3-  It  hmits  the  duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors  to  work  in  connection 
with  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  to  the  exclusion  of  other  duties  at 
present  carried  out  by  women,  and  of  equal  importance  to  the  welfare 
of  the  community  at  large  and  the  mother  and  child  in  particular. 

The  result  of  the  Health  Visitors  (London)  Order  has  been  the  almost  total 
cessation  of  the  appointment  of  women  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  a diminution  of 
their  numbers  in  some  of  the  Boroughs  ( e.g .,  Finsbury)  by  the  substitution  of  Health 
Visitors  at  a lower  salary  and  without  sanitary  training,  whose  work  is  limited  in 
scope,  a.nd  has  led  to  the  duties  for  which  women  were  first  appointed  lapsing  into 
the  hands  of  men.  ■ 


SUGGESTIONS  AS  TO  FUTURE  LEGISLATION. 


l-  The  substitution  of  the  word  “inspectors”  for  “inspector”  in  the 
Pubhc  Health  Act,  1875,  sec.  189,  in  order  to  enable  all  inspectors 
whether  men  or  women,  to  be  appointed  as  such  in  Urban  Districts 
instead  of  as  assistants  as  at  present,  and  the  consequent  payment 
of  half  their  salaries  by  the  County  Council. 


2.  The  expansion  of  the  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  under 
which  the  duties  of  all  Sanitary  Inspectors  (whether  men  or  women) 
are  defined,  bringing  them  up  to  date  so  as  to  include  the  developments 
which  have  recently  taken  place  in  the  work  entailed  on  the  Public 
Health  Departments  throughout  London  and  the  Provinces,  e.g.,  work 
in  connection  with  phthisis,  non-notifiable  infectious  disease  Notifica- 
tion of  Births,  etc. 


3.  That  the  woman  official  appointed  to  carry  out  any  of  the  duties  affecting 

the  administration  of  Public  Health  comprised  in  these  Orders  shall  be 
appointed  with  the  status  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 

4.  That  no  woman  official  engaged  in  these  duties  shall  be  appointed  in 

future  unless  she  holds  a certificate  recognised  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  a Sanitary  Inspector. 

These  suggestions,  if  embodied  in  Public  Health  legislation,  would  practically 
remedy  the  confusion  which  has  arisen  primarily  owing  to  the  action  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  auditors  in  refusing  their  sanction  to  the  payment  of  half  the 
Woman  Sanitary  Inspector's  salary  by  the  London  County  Council  if  employed  in 
carrying  out  duties  pertaining  to  Section  C.,  and  would  stop  the  constant  overlapping 
so  noticeable  at  the  present  time  by  enabling  one  official  to  deal  with  the  various 
conditions  affecting  the  home  life,  especially  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  and 
welfare  of  women  and  children,  and  would  obviate  a multiplicity  of  visits.  In  addition, 
it  should  also  be  recognised  that  if  one  official  has  the  responsibility  in  a given  area 
of  carrying  out  the  entire  set  of  duties  usually  entrusted  to  women  in  a Public  Health 
Department,  she  is  in  a position  to  acquire  a much  more  thorough  knowledge  of  her 
district,  to  become  better  known  among  the  people,  and  to  focus  the  various  agencies 
for  social  welfare ; while  the  Sanitary  Authority,  in  obtaining  a person  capable  of 
undertaking  the  work  in  all  its  branches,  secures  a much  more  highly  trained  and 
efficient  officer,  and  one  who  therefore  fully  justifies  the  appointment  and  secures  the 
iiighest  return  for  the  expenditure  involved.
